Balancing Budget Not 

 Solution—Jams Cost- 
ing Drivers Thou- 
sands — Many Proj- 
ects in Abeyance.

The city’s program to speed 
traffic movement and reduce 
accidents on existing streets is 
virtually at a standstill because 
of insufficient funds, officials. 
told the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day. 

Even if the Board of Alder- 
men enacts revenue measures 
sufficient to balance the $64,- 
000,000 city budget proposed 
for the 1958-59 fiscal year, the 
traffic division faces the pros- 
pect of restricted operations. 

The budgetmakes have draft- 
ed a program of curtailed allo- 
cations which will permit main- 
tenance of present traffic con- 
trols but no major improve- 
ments. 

When $200,000 was whacked 
off the allotment for the traf- 
fic division last year, the effect 
was not crippling because an 
additional 000 from park- 
ing meter receipts was provid- 
ed for electric signals and 
other traffic improvements. As 
@ result, the division had $932,- 
806 to work with. For the com- 
ing year it has been allocated 
only $727,500, and it cannot 
turn to the parking meter fund 
for many months because this 
bas been sadly depleted. 

Where Meter Receipts Go. 

Parking meter receipts are 
earmarked for building off- 
street parking facilities, install- 
ing electric signals and making 
other traffic improvements. 
Last year, however, the alder- 
men diverted $800,000 from 
this fund to general revenue in 
an emergency move to ease the 
city’s financial crisis. 

Receipts from parking meters 
are averaging $65,000 per

CREATURE LINKED 
TO ABOMINABLE 
SNOWMAN KILLED 


KATMANDU, Nepal, June 14 
(UPI) — A strange creature — 
possibly a close relative of the 
elusive abominable snowman— 
has been killed in a mountain 
pass near the border of north- 
western Nepal and Tibet, it 
was reported today. 

There was speculation that 
the creature, described as 442 


‘| feet tall, bear-like and incred- 


ibly strong, might even be the 
fabled yeti itself. 

The creature was said to 
have run nearly a mile on its 
two legs, carrying a yak the 
size of a fully-grown cow in 
its arms. 

The Raja of Mustang, whose 
riflemen killed the animal, is 
sending its skull and hide to 
Katmandu for a close examina- 
tion by scientists. 

The creature was spotted 
about three months ago when 
it seized one of the Raja’s yaks 
—a sort of Himalayan ox—and 
carried it off. The Raja sent 
a party after the beast. The 
Nepalese who led the party 
said he followed “what looked 
like a human footprint” into 
a craggy pass walled in by 50- 
foot boulders.

ALGIERS, June 14 — The 
French army under Charles de 
Gaulle is consolidating its posi- 


tion at the expense of the ultra 
rightwing “‘public safety” move-

Symbolic of the change will 
be a shift of offices announced 
tonight at the regular govern- 


ment news conference. Gen. 
'Raoul Salan, supreme military 
‘and civil commander of Algeria, 
will move Monday from his 
temporary offices at military 
headquarters downtown into 
the Government General build- 
ing on a hill overlooking the 
rest of the city. 

At the same.time it was an- 
nounced that the name of the 
huge building that houses the 
central governmental authority 
for all Algeria will be changed 
to “the Delegation General 
building.” Salan’s title, be- 
stowed by De Gaulle, is “Dele- 
gate General” as well as su- 
preme commander of French 
military forces in Algeria.

Another participant re- 
portedly was the secretary's 
brother, Allen W. Dulles, di- 
rector of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. 

Asked about the safety of 
Americans in the _ strife-torn | 
Middle East country, Dulles | 
said “indications at the moment | 
are there is no particular dan- | 
ger.” 

There are about 3000 Ameri- 
cans, possibly less, in Lebanon. | 
About 285 of them are official 
personnel and dependents. The 
State Department press office 
said there were no reports of 
any injuries to any of them and 
no knowledge here of any plans 
for evacuation. 

In answering newsmen’s 
questions about the situation, 
Dullies declined to go into the 
ability of the Lebanese gov- 
ernment to deal with the rebel 
forces. 

“We talked on the tele- 
phone,” Dulles said,’ “with 
Ambassador (obert) Me Clin- 
tock, and as far as the fighting 
today is concerned it is not en- 
dangering American lives. The 
fighting is not as severe as 
some indications have sug- 
gested.” 

Dulles did not say what re- 
ports about the severity 


Dulles had been due to re- 
turn to Washington about 6 
o'clock this evening. He act- 
ually got back shortly after 3 
p.m. and went immediately to | 
his office in the State Depart- 
ment where he spent about 
2% hours in conferences. | 

The Lebanese government of 
President Camille Chamoun is 
strongly pro-Western and in 
the past has blamed much of 
its trouble on propaganda agi- 
tation from Cairo, the capital 
of the United Arab Republic 
of Egypt and Syria.

TO STUDY WORK IN RUSSIA 


Dr. Grayson Carroll, associ- 
ate professor of clinical urol- 
ogy at St. Louis University 
School of Medicine, will spend 
11 days in Moscow and Lenin- 
grad during July as a repfe- 
sentative of the American 
Urological Association. He will 
study Russian work in urology 
and other medical fields. 

Before going to the Soviet 
Union, Dr. Carroll will address 
the Congress of the Interna- 
tion Urologicial Society at 
Stockholm, Sweden. The con- 
gress meets every three years. 
Dr. Carroll also will attend 
the Belgian Urological Assogi- 
ation meeting at Brussels.

CITES IMPORTANCE 
UF W.HL.0. TO WEST 


The World Health Organi- 
zation’s work in underdevel- 
oped countries may seem re- 
mote to people in the West, 
but it is of great importance 
to them, Dr. Donald R. Thom- 
son of Bangkok, Thailand, said 
here yesterday. 

Dr. Thomson, a British phy- 
sician who is the WHO medi- 
cal adviser to the United Na- 
tions Children’s Emergency 
Fund office at Bangkok, spoke 
at St. Louis University School 
of Medicine. 

He said the field medical 
work now being carried on by 
the WHO and UNICEF organi- 
zations in primitive lands must 
be backed up by laboratory re- 
search in scientific centers of 
the more advanced nations. 

“The dimensions of the prob- 
lem are enormous,” he told an 
audience at Firmin Desloge 
Hospital. He cited the need for 
doctors and medical techni- 
cians, and for more accurate 
data on the prevalence of dis 
ease. 

In Asia the public health of- 
ficer meets situations of an 
elementary type no longer en- 
countered in the United States 
or Europe, Dr. Thomson said. 
He mentioned high infant mor- 
tality and epidemics of such 
diseases as cholera. 

He added, however, that 
some very complex medical 
problems also were being faced, 
such as the appearance of po- 
liomyelitis in some of the Asian 
countries, notably in Indonesia. 

“In all these countries there 
is a great ,lack of doctors,” 
he said. “One of the questions 
is whether the present type 
of medical training, modeled 
on this country and Europe, 
is what is needed at present.” 

Dr. Thomson, en route to 
New York, was in St. Louis 
to visit a friend, Dr. Valentin 
Bonifas of Geneva, Switzer- 
land. Dr. Bonifas is working 
in the university’s department 
of microbiology headed by Dr. 
R. Walter Schlesinger.

Political arrests are common. Moslems 
are rounded up wholesale after a terrorist 
strike and held sometimes for indefinite 
terms in huge concentration camps spotted 
through the country.

TORTURE is an accepted method of 
extracting information about the F.L.N.

WASHINGTON, June 14. 

N UNPRECEDENTED number of 
Republican members of Congress have 


decided there is no future for them 
at present in national politics. 


Their decision will substantially affect 
the makeup of the next Congress, includ- 
ing important committees, and the 1960 
presidential election. 

As of today, six Senators, all Republi- 
cans, and 29 Representatives, of whom 
24 are Republicans, have announced they 
will not seek renomination. Of the five 
Democrats retiring from the House, three 
are trying for Senate seats. They are 
Clair Engle of California, Eugene J. Mc- 
Carthy of Minnesota and Robert C. Byrd 
of West Virginia. 


Of .the retiring Republican Senators, 
Minority Leader William F. Knowland 
has been nominated for the governorship 
of California. The others are quitting be- 
cause of health or age, with the exception 
of William E. Jenner, of Indiana, who 
gave no specific reason for his decision. 
Had he sought re-election he would have 
had the senatorial nomination without 
serious trouble. 


Three Republican Representatives are 
candidates for Senate seats. They are 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania, Robert W. 
Kean of New Jersey and Winston L. 
Prouty of Vermont. Representative Pat- 
rick J. Hilling of California has won the 
Republican nomination for the attorney 
generalship of California and James P. 
S. Devereux has the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor of Maryland. 

Advancing age and declining health 
are mainly responsible for the voluntary 
withdrawal of most Republican Repre- 
sentatives from national politics. A sec- 
ondary reason for some of these officials 
and a primary reason for several of the 
younger men are the prospects of their 
individual defeats in the November elec- 
tion and the virtual certainty that the 
Senate and House will. remain under 
Democratic control for at least two years 
more. In four of the ¢ongressional dis- 
tricts involved, the Republicans won by 
less than 54 per cent of the total vote in 
the 1956 presidential year. This makes 
them “marginal” contests for the No- 


vember elections this year when Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's name will not be on the 
ballot. 

Even in the districts which have been 
comfortably Republican, the fact that in- 
cumbents will not seek re-election this 
year is an advantage to the Democratic 
candidates. Under the present system 
which gives a Congressman an annual 
salary of essentially $25,000, a large of- 
fice staff and the franking privilege, an 
incumbent can outcampaign almost any 
rival in a primary or an election. Efforts 
for re-election usually start as soon as a 
member of Congress takes office and con- 
tinue daily through the years. Unless a 
rival is rich or has a local office, he can 
rarely devote as much time and money to 
a congressional campaign. 

With 25 Republican Representatives 
out of the race this yeat, there will be 
some serious primary battles that could 
split the local party organizations. In 
the November elections, the Democratic 
candidates in most of these districts 
will have the best chance they have had 
for years because their Republican 
rivals will not have had the perquisites 
of an incumbent. 

Continuing Democratic control of both 
chambers undoubtedly was a strong factor 
in many decisions to leave Washington. 
The departure of several of the older 
House Republicans will have a marked 
effect on the composition of six com- 
mittees. 

Four Republicans will be leaving the 
powerful Appropriations committee 
Richard B. Wigglesworth of Massachu- 
setts, 67 years old; Frederic R. Coudert 


Jr. of New York, 60 years old; Cliff. 


Clevenger of Ohio, 73 years old, and Ben- 
jamin F. James of Pennsylvania, 68 years 
old. 

Wigglesworth ranks second to John 
Taber of New York, 78 years old, on this 
committee. Wigglesworth was first elected 
to Congress in 1928 and won re-election 
thereafter. His has been considered a 
“safe” Republican district but with Massa- 
chusetts expected to go Democratic this 
year, there could be an upset. 

Two other Massachusetts House mem- 
bers do not choose to run in 1958—Don- 
ald W. Nicholson, 70 years old, and John 
Walter Heselton, 58. Nicholson, who was 
first elected in 1946, a member of the 
Education and.Labor committee. Hesel- 
ton is the fourth ranking Republican on 


the Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
committee, which will be truly shaken 
up by Republican retirements. 

The top ranking Republican on this 
committee is Charles A. Wolverton of New 
Jersey, 78 years old. He decided it is 
time to retire. The next ranking Republi- 
can is Joseph P. O’Hara of Minnesota, 
63 years old, who has the same idea. 
The third Republican is Robert Hale of 
Maine, 70 years old, who won by the 
slight margin of several hundred votes in 
1956. This election is being contested 
by his Democratic opponent. If Hale 
decides to try for another term, he is 
up against a stiff fight in a district that 
was nearly 50-50 in a presidential year. 
Should he decide to retire, or be defeated, 
the four top Republicans of this commit- 
tee would be absent from the next Con- | 
gress. 

Two other important House committees 
will lose their ranking Repdblicans by 
retirement.

Punishing Needy Children 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Missouri legislators did not 
appropriate enough funds in their 
recent sessions to provide for the 
minimal budgetary demands for 
the Department of Welfare. 

As a result, several cuts have 
had to be made which have se- 
rious implications. Many have 
been made, and the most serious 
of these d affect the health 
and well being of children. 


In families in which the father 
has died, deserted or is chron- 
ically ill, the state provides aid 
to dependent children. 

In May a reduction amounting 
to 7 per cent for each family was 

ut into effect. This is absolutely 
ntolerable. The grants were al- 
ready too low. en the best 
managers are unable to adequate- 
ly care for their children with 
such a small income. 

The grants before the cuts were 
$32 a‘ month for the first child 
and $23 for each of the other 
ehildren. This amount must pro- 
vide rent, food, clothing, recrea- 
on. medical expense — every- 


ing. 

What are we t to do? 
What weird form punish- 
ment are we inflicting on these 
needy children? We are starving 
these kids and depriving them in 
every way. One can tighten his 
belt but not when it is already 
in the last notch. 

We have tax money for every- 
thing else, and if there is none 
for this purpose we must get it. 
These children from low income 
families are more important than 
most of the programs for which 
the state spends money. 

I will not believe the people of 
Missourt want to hurt, starve, 
and deprive children to balance 
the state’s budget. 

This is no academic concern of 
mine.

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The Case for State Withholding 


Between now and the convening of its 1960 
Legislature, Missouri must become accus- 
tomed to an unpleasant fact. Its taxpayers 
are going 'to have to pay more taxes. 

This is as certain as the sunrise. The state's 
fiscal needs have grown beyond its revenue. 
Despite efficient new budgeting, even the 
current budget does not meet all require- 
ments. Missouri cannot much longer spend 
from its cash reserves. Consequently, Gov. 
Blair has repeatedly warned of likely tax 
increases in 1959. 

Missouri is not alone in facing this pros- 
peti. Ten of 16 budgets submitted in other 
states this year called for increased taxes. 
Nor is Missouri in a poor condition to con- 
sider higher levels. Missourians now pay 6 
per cent of their personal income in taxes to 
the state, as compared with the national 
average of 7.5 per cent. 

Nevertheless, there is a difference between 
paying more taxes and paying higher taxes. 


Before tax rates are increased, current rates - 


should be applied in full. By chec state 
returns against federal returns and by ad- 
ministrative improvements and prosecution, 
the state has advanced income tax enforce- 
ment. But there still is evasion, as officials 
concede. And taxpayers should know that 
the state is collecting its present taxes to 
the utmost before they are asked to pay 
higher rates. 
* * 

That is why, in our opinion, Missouri, must 
consider withholding its state income tax. 
Withholding represents a sure way of in- 
creasing revenue and curtailing evasion with- 
out raising tax rates. 

Eleven states now withhold their income 
taxes: Alabama, Arizona, Colorado, Delaware, 
Idaho, Indiana, Kentucky, Maryland, Mon- 
tana, Oregon and Vermont... Reports from 
five of these states, requested by the Post- 
Dispatch and printed on this page, show that 
each increased its revenue by resort to with- 
holding. 

Here in Missouri, State Revenue Director 
Milton Carpenter has consistently predicted 
that the state would gain about $7,000,000 
annually through withholding tax collection. 
But Gov. Blair has blown hot and cold on 
the proposition. 

At first the Governor seemed to favor the 
idea. Then, when the State Chamber of Com- 
merce protested that withholding would place 
a costly burden on employers, the Governor 
appeared to adopt that criticism by saying 
withholding would represent a hidden tax ‘on 
business. Lately, however, the Governor has 
renewed his interest in withholding. 

We think financial necessity will drive the 
state government to consider withholding, 
and that a study of the facts will show that 


it does not place an unfair burden on any- 
one.

Clearly the experience of these states and 
their employers shows that withholding tax 
collection can be made palatable and inex- 
pensive. In any case, we think Gov. Blair 
had the right answer the first time some 
complaint was raised about the business ex- 
pense of withholding taxes. “It seems to 
me,” he said, “that it would be cheaper than 
paying more taxes.” 


Missouri taxpayers may logically insist that © 


the state adopt withhol before it calls 
for higher taxes. Employers have good reason 
to insist that withholding be applied to re- 
duce evasion and to spread the tax burden 
more justly. Employes, as the withholding 
states report, will find it easier to meet reg- 


ular withholding than lump sum payments. 


In short, the question for Missouri is not 
whether to apply the withholding principle, 
but how to apply it. And Gov. Blair and the 
legislators have half a year to consider the 
latter question before 1959 rolls around with 
all its fiscal problems. 


A Call for Safety in the Air 


President Eisenhower is indeed to be com- 
mended for his special message to Congress 
proposing prompt creation of an independent 
Federal Aviation Agency to make air travel 
safer.. Mr. Eisenhower said he had intended 
to submit his recommendations at the next 
session. of Congress but decided the “need 
for action is so urgent” that the message 
could not be delayed. The wonder is that 
he did not deliver it a year or two ago. 

The race between the rapidly growing vol- 
ume of air traffic and the technical and scien- 
tific resources in the hands of the men and 
agencies attempting to control it, has long 
been perilous. There were those who saw the 
dangers and the shortcomings. They warned 
of what must happen if more time, money, 
men and material were not devoted to reduc- 
ing the peril of mid-air collisions. Among 
them were an Air Force general, individuals 
in air safety work, aviation groups such as 
the Air Line Pilots Association and persons 
making aviation surveys for the Government. 


Some of them made their pleas even years 
before the Grand Canyon catastrophe of June 
30, 1956, in which 128 persons died and 
which Mr. Eisenhower cited in his message. 


Frederick B. Lee was deposed as head of 
the Civil Aeronautics Administration in De- 
cember, 1955 after he had waged a campaign 
for more funds for air traffic control. In a 
congressional inquiry, Lee testified that his 
superior, an under secretary of commerce, 
had reprimanded him for seeking\these funds. 
And Senator Monroney of Oklahoma said at 
the time that Lee was fired “because he told 
our committee of the danger of an air disaster 
from crowded airports. .. .” Now the Presi- 
dent’s message simply adds support to Sena- 
tor Monroney’s measure which already has 
been co-sponsored by $1 other Senators. 

The President’s message and the Monroney 
bill each call for unifying all air traffic con- 
trol, both civil arid military, and removing 
the Commerce Department from the picture. 
The Air Modernization Board would become a 
division of the new agency and concentrate 
on badly needed research and development. 

The way is clear for the Senate Aviation 
subcommittee, now holding hearings, to play 
a major part in bringing safety to the air- 
ways. The Monroney bill provides a good 
framework. Until a clear directive for a 
single agency is provided, the several Fed- 
eral aviation agencies now working under 
handicaps will remain in what is close to a 
chaotic state, 


Decaturism Crops Up Again 

A Stephen Decatur brand of patriotism— 
“my country, right or wrong”—crops out too 
often in the United States. This notion that 
nothing done by the Government is subject to 
criticism is incompatible with democracy. 
Free citizens always will weigh proposals and 
judge actions. 


So it is distressing that a high school teach- : 


er in Hanover, N.J., felt compelled to resign 
when three of her pupils, after reading John 
Hersey’s “Hiroshima,” concluded that. the 
United States should not have dropped the 
first A-bomb. The correctness of the conclu- 
sion is not the issue. 


The real point is that the veterans’ groups 
which fired an outburst of indignation against 
the teacher were hardly in the American tra- 
dition of free debate when they did so. (Have 
none of them ever criticized an official act?) 
The book in question is an important one, le- 
gitimately submitted to the pupils for an ap- 
praisal of its literary merit as it was. And the 
pupils had a right to go beyond merely liter- 
ary considerations. Far more prominent 
Americans than these youngsters have 
their doubts about the bomb on Hiroshima. 

It is encouraging that the schdol board— 
if only by a 4to-3 vote—refused to accept the 


teacher’s resignation pending an investiga-

tion. Without an investigation, it should be 
clear that Americans have the right to ex- 
press their opinions. 


Too Much to Carry 


Three Republican Senators who must con- 
front the voters in less than five months 
have joined in blunt criticism of Sherman 
Adams, President Eisenhower’s chief aid, 
for taking favors from a Boston industrialist 
who does business with federal agencies. 
They are Senator Potter of Michigan, of the 
Republican Policy Committee; Senator Gold- 
water of Arizona, former chairman of the 
G.O.P. Senatorial Campaign Committee, and 
Senator Williams of Delaware, who led a 
crusade against influence peddling. Their 
combined criticism adds up to this: First, 
there cannot be a standard of morality in 
this Administration different from that which 
was demanded of the Truman Administration. 
Second, if Sherman Adams cannot offer a 
better explanation, he has lost his usefulness 
at the White House. These three Senators 
know their party faces handicaps enough in 
November without a new era of mink coats. 


Grabbing for the Seas 


The failure of the 86-nation conference at 
Geneva to agree on an international limit on 
territorial waters has been followed by still 
further losses to freedom of the seas. Ice- 
land has announced it will extend its coastal 
fishery limits from four to 12 miles. To 
Norway, Britain, West Germany and Belgium, 
whose fishing fleets operate extensively in 
Icelandic waters and around the Faeroe 
Islands, this is most unacceptable; Britain 
particularly has declared it will not recognize 
‘the new limit and warns Iceland not to inter- 
fere with British trawlers. 

The Faeroes, fearing that fishing fleets 
driven from Icelandic waters will overwhelm 
their own, propose to increase their own ter- 
ritorial waters likewise from four to 12. To 
this Danish dependency, the threat of having 
its own fisheries gobbled up by other nations 
is a sensitive one, for the population of the 
Faeroes—like that of Iceland—depends al- 
most entirely on fishing for a livelihood. 
Greenland, with a similar fishery-based econ 
omy, wishes to take the same protective meas- 
ures. Now Norway, which has always op- 
posed extension of territorial limits from four 
miles, threatens to adopt the 12-mile limit. 

Thus the ripples of exclusionism and mis- 
understanding spread. Unless checked, they 
can widen far; it has been calculated that 
worldwide extension of territorial waters to 
12 miles would reduce the area of the high 
seas by 3,000,000 square miles. Even more 
severe would be the amount of attendant fric- 
tion and ill will among nations. The world 
is only beginning to see how unfortunate it 
was that the Geneva conference could not 
in its two months of negotiations have pro- 
duced at least some results. Fresh efforts to 
redress that costly failure can hardly be put 
in motion too soon.

They Report More Income, Less Evasion, and Find Employers Generally Approve 


Idaho 


The Idaho withholding tax became 
effective July 1, 1955. During the 
time this bill was under considera- 
tion by the Legislature there was 
some objection voiced, particularly 
by small employers, that this would 
be an added burden which they were 
not prepared to handle. However, 
when it was explained that the law 
only called for withholding 10 per 
cent of what was withheld for fed- 
eral purposes, and that no re-regis- 
tering or other details were neces- 
sary, the objections began to dis- 
appear. Large employers testified 
that the additional payroll expense 
would be so insignificant as to be 
impossible to measure. 

he original bill contained a pro- 
vision whereby employers lle be 
compensated to the extent of one 
tenth of 1 per cent, but after hear- 
ings this provision was deemed un- 
peceenety and was stricken from the 

It would be untruthful to say that 
all employers are happy with the 
system for there are a few who will 
never be reconciled.

No employer, to my way of reason- 
ing, would be und burdened by 
withholding Vermont state income 
taxes. After all, every employer is 
geared to withhold federal taxes, and 
the withholding for the state is es- 
sentially a repetition of some of the 
procedures involved in withholdin 
for the Federal Government.

President Lost Closing Battle 

On Defense Reform but He 
_ Appears to Have Won War 


Like Mountain. 


Compared With Minor Changes That 
‘the House Rejected, Major Revisions 
Voted for Defense Department Loom

WASHINGTON, June 14. 


LTHOUGH President Eisenhower lost the last battle in 
the House of Representatives over his plan for re- 
organization of the Defense Department, he can be said 
to have won the war. The reorganization bill passed by the 
House Thursday provides for substantially everything the 


President asked. 


The final battle on the House 
was over three amend- 
ments offered on behalf of the 
Administration by Representa- 
tive William H. Bates (Rep.), 
Massachusetts. Three of these 
were of secondary importance. 
One was of major importance 
in the Administration proposal, 
since it dealt with the authority 
of the Secretary of Defense 
to transfer, reassign or abolish 
combatant functions of the 
three services. 

The debate was bitter, emo- 
tional and loud at times, with 
‘arms waving and many inter- 
ruptions. But it ended on a 
pacific note, with the House 
Armed Services Committee 
which prepared the bill and 
the chairman, Representative 
Carl Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, 
both being praised for their 
handiwork by Republicans and 
Democrats alike. 

The first amendment was 
voted down 190 to 173 and this 
test of sentiment settled the 
fate of'all of them. To most 
representatives the change 
seemed primarily a matter of 
words rather than substance. 

Rarely Overturned. 

It should be noted that the 
House rarely overturns the 
Armed Services Committee rec- 
ommendations. For Mr. Vin- 
son, defense of his bill, in 
which he had gone nine tenths 
of the way toward the Presi- 
dent’s desires, was a matter of 
personal prestige. With his 44 
years of service and his deep 
knowledge and patriotic devo- 
tion. it would have been re- 
markable had he not won. 

The Administration wanted 
to change a provision that the 
three services should “function 
under the direction, authority 
and control of the Secretary of 
Defense exercised through the 
respective secretaries.” 


tary of Defense be permitted 
to delegate to assistant secre- 
taries authority to deal directly 
with the service secretaries or 
their designated representa- 
tives. 

This amendment was thought 
to change the intent of the 
Congress that the assistant sec- 
retaries of defense should be 
staff advisers to the Secretary 
and might be the beginning of 
centralized control in the 
hands of men who are rarely 
expert since their average ten- 
ure in office is between 15 and’ 
18 months. 

Pentagon Backs House. 

Majority opinion in the 
Pentagon agrees with the 
House action in refusing to en- 
large the authority of the as- 
sistant secretaries. In the course 
of normal operations they deal 
with the services in such a 
manner as the Administration 
wanted put into law, but the 
specific legal authority would. 
have greatly enhanced their 
power. 

The second amendment was 
an item of substance that 
would have made it more diffi- 
cult for the Congress to block 
a reassignment, abolition and 
consolidation of combatant 
functions. This is a jealously 
guarded function of the Con- 
gress. The House bill requires 
that no such action shall be 
taken until there has been 60 
days of continuous session 
after notification to the Con- 
gress of the proposed change. 

The House bill providés that 


any function becomes a “com- ' 


batant function” when one of 
the joint chiefs of staff objects 
to its reassignment, abolition 
or consolidation. The Adminis- 
tration amendment would re- 
quire the objection of two 
members of the joint chiefs of 
staff, a 45-day waiting period 
after the change was made and 
a requirement that the change 
would take effect unless a con- 
current resolution was passed 
in opposition. 

The third amendment was 
the much debated question of 
allowing the service secretaries 
and the service chiefs to go 
directly to Congress with rec- 
ommendations. The President 
called this “legalized insub- 
bordination.” This permission 
is in the National Security Act 
of 1947 and has never been 


‘used. 

The Administration amend- 
ment would have changed it 
to permit only a member of 
the joint chiefs of staff to re- 
tain this privilege. Most Rep- 
resentatives consider the ques- 
tion academic in reality. It is 
easy for the services to get a 
friendly call from Congress to 
testify. The question is more 
one of the rights of Congress 
than of military significance. 

Important Change. 

Ore important amendment 
proposed by the majority 
leader of the House, Repre- 
sentative John W. McCormack 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, was ac- 
cepted by a voice vote.

Compared with the minor 
changes the President failed to 
obtain, the major changes he 
did get in the House bill loom 
like a mountain. The words 
“separately administered,” ap- 
plying to the departments, 
which have caused so much 
bickering and delay in efforts 
to consolidate service and sup- 
ply functions, have been eli- 
minated from the language in 
the National Security Act. 

It is still forbidden to merge 
the departments or services. 
The bad effect of this specific 
prohibition on (supply) services 
is cleared up by the McCormack 
amendment. The Secretary of 
Defence is directed to elimin- 
ate unnecessary duplication, 
Particularly in the field of re- 
search and engineering, over- 
all control of which is vested 
in the Secretary of Defence. 

Objections to Words. 

The Administration objected 
to the words “separately or- 
ganized” as applying to the 
three services, but this objec- 
tion was overridden. The Ad- 
ministration contends that 
these words, put together with 
other prohibitions by service 
lawyers, will have the much 
the same bad effect as “sep- 
arately administered.” The 
idea of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee is to protect 
the integrity of the three serv- 
ices.

All three service chiefs—for 
some reason the Army chief of 
staff was never on the same 
plane as the Navy and Air 
Force—now will exercise “su- 
pervision” and “this shall be 
exercised in a manner consis- 
tent with the full operational 
command vested in unified or 
specific commanders who are 
directly under the Secretary of 
Defense. 

This change clears the way 
for the “truly unified” com- 
mands the President asked for. 
Another change places the uni- 
fied commands directly under 
the Secretary of Defense which, 
in effect, means under the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. In the 
past the Joint-Chiefs have had 
to farm out command of the 
unified commands to the dif- 
ferent service secretaries 
because the Joint Chiefs 
themselves had too small a 
staff to direct and control 
them. 

Increase for Staff. 

The joint staff, in order to 
provide for the new responsi- 
bility placed on the Secretary 
of Defense and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, is authorized to in- 
crease in numbers from 210 to 
400. This will provide for an 
operating staff, divided into 
area sections to direct the op- 
erations of the unified and spe- 
cified commands. 

The limitation of 400 offi- 
cers is undesirable, since it is 
difficult to forecast just how 
large the joint staff should be 
to handle its responsibilities. 
The President did not want 
such a limitation, but accepted 
it, realizing the fear in some 
quarters that it might turn into 
the bogey of a national general 
staff. 

The House bill also provides 
for legal delegation of such 
of their duties as may be de- 
sirable from the chiefs of staff 
to the vice chiefs of staff.

These ideas have certainly 
not been held exclusively in 
'the United States. About a year 
ago, the Soviet Institute of 
Theoretical Astronomy  an- 
nounced that it had completed 
necessary calculations on the 
flight of a rocket around the 
moon. The unmanned rocket 
envisaged would circle’ the 
moon at a distance of . 20,000 
miles. It would have a radio 
transmitter and be equipped to 
photograph the dark side of 


spokesman stated that the 
launching of a rocket to the 
moon must be simultaneous 
with the orbiting of the first 
earth satellite suitable to ac- 
commodate human beings. This 
earth satellite would refuel the 
moon rocket in space so that 
a round trip to the moon would 
be possible. 

Satellite Considerations. 

Also, both the U.S.S.R. and 
the United States have con- 
sidered launching an earth 
satellite into outer space so ac- 
celerated that its eliptical orbit 
around the earth would become 


increasingly large and would 


finally encompass the moon. 
Such a rocket could either 
reach the vicinity of the moon 
and begin a moon-circling 
orbit, or could fall onto the 
moon’s surface. 

In the near future, this 
country is planning to. utilize 
Thor, Vanguard and Jupiter 
missiles to send small pay- 
loads around the moon. As 
larger I.C.B.M.-type first stages 
become operational, larger 
payloads will be possible. 
Placing a payload around the 
moon is, first of all, a matter 
of rocket engine size, where, 
for each additional thousand 
pounds of rocket weight, a 
pound of payload can be added. 

Guidance and control are 
also critical factors as the 
rocket must be properly di- 
rected and have. exactly the 
correct velocity when leaving 
the earth’s atmosphere if it 
is to reach the circular arc of 
hardly more than one-half a 
degree in diameter where the 
moon will be 4.83 days after 
launch time. Without such 
guidance and control, the rock- 
et could escape the gravita-

Information Sought. 


We should like to determine 
the nature of the moon’s dark 
side, the moon’s mass, mag- 
netic field, composition and 
atmosphere. 

Naturally, manned _ rocket 
flight to the moon is still sev- 
eral years away. Manned earth 
satellite space stations will 
have to precede manned lunar 
probes. Propulsion systems of 
considerably greater’ thrust 
will be necessary, as will more 
reliable guidance and control. 
However, man must go to the 
moon. The establishment of a 
manned lunar base is the best 
way to provide the many an- 
swers to the moon’s secrets. 

Because the moon’s gravi- 
tational pull is but one-sixth 
that of the earth’s, some as- 
pects of base construction and 
missile ‘ launching could be 
simpler than on earth. Some 
apparent problems are at least 
theoretically soluble. These in- 
clude the apparent lack of-free 
oxygen and water which might 
be extracted from their com- 
bination with other substances 
in or on the moon's surface. 
More difficult problems, such 
as extreme temperature vari- 
ations and the biomedical ef- 
fect on man in such an invir- 
onment, are under active ex- 
ploration and are certainly 
feasible of solution. 


There are many approaches 
to these problems—and more 
than one attractive theoretical 
solution. Moreover, any given 
approach may, in this new field 
of exploration, turn out to be 
unproductive. Moreover, it is 
in the nature of mechanical 
devices, including rockets, that 
there will be failures and frus- 
trations on the part of this or 
any nation before we reach 
the moon.

“*'THE CHAINS OF FEAR’? by 
Nikolai kov describes a period in 
Soviet Russia’s history when the Secret 
Police is systematically executing a 
weekly quota of victims. As explained 
by Efrem Lyubkin, the district leader 
of the N.K.V.D., this purge has only one 
purpose: to make every Russian citizen 
realize that he “has no existence” as 
an individual. In consequence the au- 
thorities make no attempt to build up 
a case against their prisoners while 
hustling them through their detention 
cells to the execution yard. In fact, the 
atmosphere of mystery that surrounds 
arrest and detention, seems deliberately 
contrived to convince the public that 
no one can know whose turn will come 
next. 

The factual basis of Narokov's novel 
is questionable. No outsider ig in a po- 
sition to verify it and the author, who 
escaped from Russia during the war, 
may not be precisely impartial. But in 
a country where one branch of the gov- 
ernment can act as police; judge, jury 
and executioner it is certainly possible 
that arbitrary or even whimsical viola- 
tions of human rights may occur at any 
time. 

“The Chains of Fear,” in any event, 
depends more upon its human elements 
—character and situation—than upon its 
historical accuracy. All that the reader 
must concede is that a feeling of terror 
could be widespread in a certain provin- 
cial Russian town at a certain time and 
that a group of characters could be af- 
fected strongly by this oppressive at- 
mosphere. 

THE NARRATIVE is concerned 
largely with the lives of Evlalia Gri- 
gorievna, her father Grigory Mihailo- 
vitch and Lyubkin, the police chief. One 
day Evlalia is brushed by an automobile 
while crossing a street and the owner, 
a man who calls himself Semenov, of- 
fers to drive her home. Thereafter

IN VIEW OF WHAT has hap- 
pened to the lives and reputations of 
Soviet officials at all levels such a con- 
clusion is hardly implausible. Its corol- 
lary, that nobody in the Soviet Union 
feels bound by any ties of loyalty, may 
be no longer applicable. In other words 
“The Chain of Fear,” which deals with 
the period of the big purges during the 
1930’s seems to be dated. 


This reduces the propaganda value of 
Mr. Narokov’s novel but still allows it 
a considerable effectiveness as an imagi- 
native literary work. The action gen- 
erates a high degree of tension, the 
atmosphere and characters are convinc- 
ingly described. As for the mysterious 
Semenov and the important part he 
plays in the lives of Evlalia and her 
father, his identity should remain a 
secret for the reader to unravel. 


Production Is Not the Key 


Harvard Professor’s Brilliant Survey of Our Society 


THE AFFLUENT SOCIETY, by John 
Kenneth Galbraith. (Houghton Mif- 
flin, 368 pgs., $5.).

MR. GALBRAITH is professor 
of economics at Harvard, His “Ameri- 
can Capitalism,” which attracted con- 
siderable attention when it appeared in 
1952, established him at once as an 
acute observer of contemporary eco- 
nomic life. In “The Affluent Society” 
he has surpassed his own earlier ef- 
forts. His new book, in fact, is a mas- 
terpiece. 

Its application is far wider than eco- 
nomics; economics is here merely the 
particular vantage point from which 
Mr. Galbraith surveys the whole of 
American society—without, however, 
professing any such grand intention. 
He tells us by implication a good deal 
more about American “civilization” 
than many eminent scholars who have 
set out systematically to explore the 
subject, perhaps because his range of 
immediate concern is narrower and be- 
cause he allows the broader implica- 
tions of his study to speak for them- 
selves. They do, with compelling power. 

The heart of this book—the heart, 
probably, of all Mr. Galbraith’s work 
—is a lively apprehension that tradi- 
tional explanations of American social 
and economic behavior signally -fail to 
explain what has been going on in this 
country since the Depression. 

MR. GALBRAITH is particu- 

larly concerned with the persistence of 

the notion that production is the key 
to economic well-being and that in- 
creased productivity will therefore al- 
ways be the test against which any 
contemplated policy must be measured. 

That idea was enshrined in the teach- 

ings of the classical economists, and it 

accorded well enough with the circum- 
stances in which they were writing. 

Then, poverty was real and pervasive; 

the inescapable fact was that there were 

not enough goods to go around. As 

a result, many people starved. This 

melancholy state of affairs continued 

for a long time, during which the writ- 
ings of Adam Smith, Malthus and Ri- 
cardo attained the status of holy writ. 

But such conditions do not exist in the 

United States today. » 


Mr. Galbraith argues, and it would 
be difficult to disagree with him, that 
ideas conceived in an age of scarcity 
have no relevance to an age of abund- 
ance. Our problem is not to produce 
more but to use more efficiently what 
we have, or to produce more of some 


things and less of others. We have 
solved the problem of poverty; few 
Americans are living today on the edge 
of subsistence. 

Regarded in another light, however, 
our affluence is illusory, for although 
automobiles and television sets abound 
our/schools and roads, our parks and 
countryside—those goods and services 
which fall into the domain of public 
rather than private enterprise—are a 
national disgrace. Indeed, the contrast 
between our wealth in some areas and 
our abysmal poverty in others is as 
alarming as the contrast fifty years ago

between the very rich and the very 
poor which excited so much progressive 
agitation. 

THE MANNER IN WHICH 
these observations are conveyed is ad- 
mirably suited to Mr. Galbraith’s pur- 
pose, If satire is the destruction of 
illusions, passages like this one are 
satiric in the purest sense: 

“The contrast (between private 
wealth and public poverty) was and re- 
mains evident not alone to those who 
read, The family which takes its mauve 
and cerise, air-conditioned, power- 
steered, and power-braked automobile 
out for a tour passes through cities 
that are badly paved, made hideous by 
litter, blighted buildings, billboards, and 
posts for wires that should long since 


_have been put underground, They pass 


on into a countryside that has been ren- 
dered largely invisible by commercial 


art... They picnic on exquisitely pack- 
aged food from a portable icebox on 
a polluted stream and go on to spend 
the night at a park which is a menace 
to public health and morals. Just be- 
fore dozing off on an air mattress, be- 
neath a nylon tent, amid the stench of 
decaying refuse, they may reflect vague- 
ly on the curious unevenness of their 
blessings. Is this, indeed, the American 
genius?” 

Some readers, while charmed by Mr. 
Galbraith’s manner and convinced by 
most of his arguments, may neverthe- 
less raise a serious objection to his 
central thesis that production is no 
longer a matter of first importance. 
Production, after all, sustains full em- 
ployment. Is it not therefore necessary 
to sustain the present ievel of produc- 
tion even at the cost of perpetuating its 
attendant evils? 


Mr. Galbraith admits the validity of 
this argument but draws a more hope- 
ful conclusion. He proposes, as an al- 


ternative to despair, a program of fed- 


eral unemployment compensation which 
would be cyclically graduated so that 
the level of compensation would be low 
in times of full employment and high 
—as high as normal wages—in times of 
widespread unemployment. In good 
times relief would still be less attrac- 
tive than work, but in bad times unem- 
ployed workers would be able to main- 
tain high living standards (and purchas- 
ing power). Unemployment in such cir- 
cumstances would no longer constitute 
a personal hardship and a national 
disaster. 


ONCE WE RECONCILE 
ourselves to a certain amount of unem- 
ployment and take steps to mitigate its 
effects, we shall be free, Mr. Galbraith 
maintains, to attack our real problems, 
particularly the related problems of in- 
flation and of “social imbalance” be- 
tween the public and private sectors of 
the economy. He devotes only passing 
attention to concrete solutions of these 
problems. But if he is correct in sup- 
posing that inflation and “social im- 
balance” are the result of an overem~ 
phasis on production, the successful 
de-emphasizing of production would it- 
self go a long way toward solving them. 

The solution, at the outset at least, 
lies not so much in concrete programs 
as in new habits of thought. No one is 
more conscious than Mr. Galbraith of 
the tenacity with which new habits of 
thought are resisted; but few people 
are ag persistent or as persuasive in 
the breaking down of old ones,

The work now being done along these lines and the groups 
responsible for it (including one in California that has 
adopted the Madison Avenue “brain-storming” technique) 
are discussed in this book. The author himself contributes 
the rather chilling suggestion that one of the next steps 
is “extensive follow-up studies of the gifted into jobs; mar- 
riage; community life; relationships with their children’s 
schools; and later social, psychological and economic de- 
velopments,” 


AND HE SEES NOTHING disturbing in the 
predominance of industrial interests in the plans for the 
utilization of our best brains. He approves, he says, of the 
program of the National Merit Scholarship Corporation, 
which reserves the right to “protect fully the natural in- 
terests and purposes of the donors,” (28 large corporations). 
In fact, although he is a professor of education, Mr. Abraham 
recommends that large industries furnish from their execu- 
tive staffs the manpower needed for expansion of high-school 
programs to meet the needs of the gifted. 

Fortunately, history has shown that the truly gifted child 
has a special aptitude for developing a protective colora- 
tion. Little Churchills, Camuses and Einsteins often seem to 
lack the academic facility that teachers—with their fallible 
criteria—mistake for super-intelligence, Then, too, the iso- 
lation of young intellectuals into groups of their kind seems 
to be the only effective method of pushing them to their 
academic limits, and this is feasible only in large cities. 
(The majority of the 1958 National Merit Scholarships in 
Missouri went to students in the St. Louis suburbs.) 
INEVITABLY AS THE PROGRAM 
proceeds, our scientists and corporation executives will 
come from the large metropolitan centers and our cre- 
ative artists—our Edward Stones and William Faulkners— 
from the smaller towns where they have been left to flour- 
ish in solitary neglect. Or is this already happening? 

This book, though provocative because of its subject mat-

Story of a Shocking Massacre 


THE FANCHER TRAIN, by Amelia Bean. (Doubleday & Co., 
356 pgs., $3.95.)

ON SEPT.11,41857, ina grassy field near Cedar 
City, Utah, there occurred one of the most controversial and 
bloody incidents of the early West—the Mountain Meadow 
Massacre. Morg than 120 men, women and children in an 
emigrant wagon train en route to California were murdered. 
The senseless killing of the Fancher Party was perpetrated by 
Mormon militiamen and Piute Indians. It was a crime that 
shocked and horrified the nation. 

“The Fancher Train” is an exciting historical novel based 
on the journey of a group of California-bound pioneers, from 
Arkansas, Missouri and Illinois that ended in the tragedy at 
Mountain Meadow. The author takes many factual events and 
weaves them around fictitious characters. She uses names of 
some persons who actually were members of the Fancher 
party; others she invented, As for the Mormon characters 
in the novel, all except one were real. As Mrs. Bean explains 
in an author's note: “All the people (Mormons) lived at that 
time where I placed them and Were concerned in the events 
related.” 

The telling of the story serves to rattle a skeleton in the 
closet of Mormon history, even though the uthor makes it 
clear that the massacfe cannot be held against the Mormon 
church. It was the act of individual fanatics, inflamed by 
war hysteria and a thirst for vengeance for earlier persecu- 
tions at the hands of anti-Mormon mobs. 


THE NOVEL OPENS WITH a prologue recount- 
ing the massacres of Mormons at Haun’s Mill, Missouri, and 
Nauvoo, Illinois, that prompted the Mormon move to Utah. 
The author sets the stage for the Fancher incident by re- 
lating how Mormon leader Brigham Young resisted the in- 
trusions of the federal government on his Deseret empire 
and stirred his followers to war to defend their religious 
principles and their land. 

The story picks up the Fancher train at Fort Laramie 
where Captain Charley (his real mame was Alexander) 
Fancher hires handsome young Jed Smith to guide his party 
over the California trail. As the wagons roll into the Mormon 
kingdom, romance blossoms betwéen Jed and Melissa Boller, 
young, wilful and beautiful. Trouble is caused by several IIli- 
nois and Missouri rowdies who had joined the train en route. 

At Salt Lake City, the party decities to take the southern 
route to California and heads for its date. with destiny at 
Mountain Meadow, 30 miles from Cedar City, where Isaac 
Haight is the local Mormon leader. In Mrs. Bean’s version, 
Haight formulates a plan to steal the Fancher party's large 
herd of cattle and horses, believing they are to be sold to 
federal troops marching against the Mormons from the west. 
He rouses the Indians against the emigrants, but the Piutes 
attack the train prematurely. 

To prevent word leaking out about the Mormons’ part in 
the scheme, Haight orders his militiamen, under Major John 
D. Lee, to kill the men in the train and leaves the slaying 
of the women and older children to their Indian allies. In ac- 
cord with the facts, eighteen children are spared and taken 
into Mormon homes. The fictional characters of Jed and 
Melissa watch the horrible slaughter from a nearby ridge. 


WHILE MOST ACCOUNTS OF THE atrocity hold 
Major Lee responsible—he was executed on the site 20 
years later—Mrs. Bean paints Isaac Haight as the principal 


culprit, presenting Lee as a man “reluctantly” obeying the 


orders of his military and rectigious superiors. Haight, who 
was not present at the massacre, and another Mormon leader 
were indicted but never brought to trial. 

(Exeeption to Mrs. Bean’s portrayal of Haight is tshen by 
Haight’s great-grandson, Richard A. Romney of St. Louis, 
who contends his ancestor is defamed in the novel. “The

Books on Klee and Gris Among Other Recent Releases

AMEDEO MODIGLIANI was 
“an Italian painter who lived in Paris 
where his art took shape in the inter- 
national ferment of the Montmartre and 
Montparnasse of 1910 . . . more and 
more under the influence of the Sienese 
Primitives in particular and the Italians 
in general.” 

The distraught life of the artist, who 
died of pneumonia in 1920 at the age of 
36, is related with touching directness 
and respect in the book, “Modigliani,” 
latest in Skira’s admirable Taste of Our 
Time series. The Claude Roy text deals 
sympathetically with Modigliani’s un- 
happy addiction to drink and drugs, 
his pathetic efforts to sell his overcoat 
and a suitcase when he was desperately 
in want, his prodigal giving away of 
drawings in return for food, or for 
nothing at all, his abundant friendships. 

All Modigliani’s works are portraits, 
most of them of women. The style, 
which itself suffices for the artist's 
signature, is thus described: “The line 
meets the eye clearly at every point, 
clean-cut and firm. It animates the pic- 
ture surface, organizing it throughout in 
a rhythm of sinuous curves, melodious 
and light as gossamer. It suggests the 
human body in all its plenitude by re- 
sorting to distortions which, while wholly 
arbitrary, are completely satisfying to 
the senses: neck and hands are inor- 
dinately—yet exquisitely — elongated; 
the torso is relatively short; the head, 
tiny in proportion to the body, is built 
up around the long straight line of the 
nose; the eyes are usually two almonds 
tinted light blue, grey or green, with- 
out any definite indication of the 
pupil...

the book. The color plates can be re- 
moved, placed in two slip frames car- 
ried inside the back cover, and framed 
if desired. A number of Klee’s draw- 
ings are reproduced full page on sheets 
between the color pages. 

In addition to all this, there is a new 
translation of the artist's “Creative 
Credo,” some of his poems, and brief 
essays about his works. The typography 
is as handsome as the rest of this de- 
lightful package, (Harry N. Abrams, 
$17.50.) ; 

A third modern artist receives appre- 
ciative treatment in a new book, “Juan 
Gris,” by James Thrall Soby. This is 
the first monograph on the man who, 
with Picasso, Braque and Leger, was in 
the forefront of cubism and kept unde- 
viatingly to that style until his death 
in 1927, There are numerous quotations 
from the artist’s letters, especially those 


. to Daniel-Henry Kahnweiler, his dealer 


and close friend. The book was pub- 
lished by the Museum of Modern Art 
in New York for its Juan Gris exhibi- 
tion, which, moves to Minneapolis June 
24. (128 pgs., 107 half-tones, 19 color 
plates, $5.50.) 

THE REMARKABLE history of 
the Louvre and its incomparable art 
collections, built up over a period of 
some 400 years, is summarized in “The 
Louvre.” The book is by Germain Bazin, 
curator-in-chief of the most complete 
collection af European art works ever 
to be assembled under one roof. There 
are 101 color reproductions of the most 
notable paintings, and 240 monochrome 
plates. The French Impressionist paint- 
ings are omitted—they are to be the 
subject of a companion volume. (Harry 
N. Abrams, 323 pgs., $7.50.) 

“The Writings of Albrecht Durer,” a 
new translation of material first pub- 
lished about 70 years ago and long out 
of print, has been issued by Philo- 
sophical Library (288 pgs., $6.) It re- 
produces a number of the German 
master’s drawings, and some of the 
sketches and designs that have caused 
Durer to be compared with Leonardo 
da Vinci. His letters and journals go 
into much detail as to sales of his 
works and everyday trivia, and they 
include revealing comments on his 
time and his art. There are also some 
formal writings, which he did for publi- 
cation. 

AN INFORMAL account of the de- 
velopment of contemporary  archi- 
tectural style is in S. Giedion’s “‘Archi- 
tecture You and Me.” (Harvard Univer- 
sity Press, 221 pgs., $5.) It is a collec- 
tion of essays and lectures focussed on 
a conclusion that what modern archi- 
tecture needs is a new monumentality.

of novelty. We exaggerate the value 
of newness in ideas and things. It is 
so much easier to be original and fool- 
ish than to be original and wise. For 
every truth there are a thousand: possi- 
ble errors; let us not try to exhaust 
the possibilities. 
MOST OF YOU NOW will go to 
college, and the sharpened competition 
among individuals and nations will 
force you into intellectual specialties, 
The stress on science today is so strong 
that college, if I may pun a bit, will 
give you only a passing acquaintance 
with literature, history, philosophy, 
music and art. But don’t let yourselves 
be fragmented. When your formal edu- 
cation is complete, give at least two 
hours a week to rounding yourselves 
out with these flowers of civilization. 
Make friends with great poets — 
Sophocles, Euripides, Virgil, Dante, 
Chaucer, Shakespeare. Study the great 
statesmen from Hammurabi and Moses 
to Winston Churchill and Franklin 
Roosevelt. Sit for a while at the feet of 
great thinkers — Confucius, Socrates, 
Plato, Aristotle. Enjoy great prose 
writers—Isaiah, Jeremiah, the authors 
of proverbs and the psalms, Demos- 
thenes and Cicero, Rabelais and Mon- 
taigne, Tolstoi and Dostoievski. Fol- 
low man’s odyssey. with. great his- 
torians—Herodotus, Thucydides, Taci- 
tus, Gibbon, Macaulay. Walk humbly 
with the great saints—Buddha, Jesus, 
Augustine, Francis of Assisi, Gandhi. 
I shall not hold you educated unless 
you make many of these geniuses your 
friends. Cultivate them, and you will 
be molded by the company you keep. 
THESE AND THE WHOLE 
world of knowledge, technology, mor- 
als, manners, government, literature, 
philosophy and art are your heritage, 
which has grown incredibly through 
the centuries, and is so rich that you 
will never be able to absorb it all.

American Festivals 


Nationwide Summer. Events — 


THE PASTORAL PHASE of America’s musical 
life will soon be revived in the summer festivals scattered — 
between the desert land of the Southwest and the green 
hills of New England. Properly speaking, these do not 
include the summer runs of orchestras in their home cities, 
but the term still encompasses a wide variety of musical 
offerings. Four of the most. outstanding festivals differ 
almost as markedly in their programs as they do in their 
locales. 

The Aspen Music Festival, which Is set in the Roaring 
Fork Valley of the Colorado Rockies, will include an 
appearance this year by the eminent French composer, 
Darius Milhaud, He will conduct the festival orchestra 
in the premier concert performance of his “Sabbath Service 
for Baritone, Chorus and Orchestra.” Other special events 
will derive from the emphasis that will be given the music 
of Schubert and Hindemith. The American premiere of 
the latter’s “Ite, Angeli Veloces,” his song cycle “Das 
Marienleben,” with Phyllis Curtin as soprano, and the three 
principal Schubert song cycles will be presented. One of 
them, “Die Schoene Muellerin,” will be sung by Leslie 
Chabay, artist-in-residence at Washington University. 

Other Aspen artists with whose performances St. Louisans 
are familiar are Jennie Tourel, mezzo-soprano; Victor Babin, 
pianist, and Szymon Goldberg, violinist; William Primrose, 
violist, and Nikolai Graudan, cellist. Izler Solomon has 
planned and will direct the festival. It will run from 
June 25 through Aug. 31. 


WITHIN VIEW of the Jemez and Sangre de Cristo 
mountains in New Mexico is located the redwood amphi- 
theater of the Santa Fe Opera Company. Its program for 
its first season last summer attracted much favorable 
attention, and its plans for this year seem equally promising. 

Especially commissioned for the 1958 festival was “Wuth- 
ering Heights’ by Carlisle Floyd, whose “Susannah” was 
presented here by the Washington University Opera Work- 
shop. Another enterprise will be the production of Richard 
Strauss’s last opera “Cappriccio,” which has never had a 
professional performance in America, The remaining pro- 
grams, drawn from the more familiar operatic repertory, 
will be Puccini's “La Boheme,” Mozart's “Cosi Fan Tutte,” 
Verdi’s “Falstaff” and Rossini’s “Cinderella.” 

Singers in the festival will come from the NBC Opera 

Company, the Metropolitan Opera, the New York City Opera, 
the Chicago Lyric Opera and the New Orleans Opera. John 
Crosby, former assistant director of the Columbia University 
opera workshop, is the music director. The season will 
extend from June 25 through Aug. 19. 
THE VENERABLE BERKSHIRE FESTIVAL 
will have its sixteenth season this summer in a setting of 
clipped lawns and topiary gardens at Tanglewood, Lenox, 
Mass. Symphonic programs will be presented by the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, under the direction of Charles 
Munch, festival music director, and Pierre Monteux, guest 
conductor. Chamber music ensembles will include the New 
York Pro Musica Antiqua and the Budapest String Quartet, 
and among the soloists will be Zino Francescatti and Berl 
Senofsky, violinists; Eugene Istomin, Lukas Foss and Leonard 
Pennario, pianists, and Hilde Gueden and Margaret Harshaw, 
sopranos. 

A special event will be the presentation of Bach's B Minor 
Mass in honor of the Harvard Glee Club’s 100th anniversary. 
That chorus and the Radcliffe Choral Society will sing the 
mass with G. Wallace Woodworth conducting. The festival 
will run from July 2 through Aug. 10. 


IN FISH CREEK, Wis., this August the Peninsula 
Music Festival will continue its efforts to expand and explore 
the musical repertory. Selections will range from four 
works especially commissioned for the 1958 programs by 
Dr. Thor Johnson, festival director, to a Vivaldi concerto 
for strings and wind instruments that has not previously 
been heard in the United States. 

Composers of the four new works are John La Montaine, 
Harold Rusch; Howard Hanson and Cecil Effinger, all 
Americans, Two notable first performances in this country 
will be those. given Sibelius’s “Six Humoresques for Violin 
and Orchestra” and the songs “Of Love and Death” by 
Jon Thorarinsson, contemporary: Icelandic composer. 

Participants will include Sidney Harth of the Louisville 
Orchestra as concertmaster and soloist. Other soloists will 
be Aurelio Estanislao, Philippine baritone; Ilona Kombrink, 
soprano, former St. Louisan now living in Toronto, and 
Grant Johannesen, American pianist. A member of. the 
festival orchestra since its inception is Edward Ormond, 
_ Violist with the St. Louis" Sy mphony Orchestra. 


recording of the Moussorgsky-Ravel “Pictures at an Exhi- | 


bition” conducted by Fritz Reiner. The brightness and 
mellowness of the recording makes this possible but it is 
the orchestra and the conductor that deserve most of the 
credit. Reiner’s skillful control has been a matter of 
record for many years but his recordings have not always 
disclosed the same wide range of color, texture and dynamics 
as does this one. The sound is not only brilliant, when 
needed, but it is soft, too—and in a strikingly sensitive 
way—when the artistic requirements call for it. (RCA- 
Victor, One 12-inch LP.) 


ANOTHER SUPERIOR ORCHESTRAL recording 
offers the little known “Variations on a Theme of Mozart” 
by Max Reger in a performance by the Berlin Philharmonic 
under Karl Bohm. The theme in question comes from 
Harry Truman's favorite piece, Mozart’s Piano Sonata in 
A Major (K. 331) whose first movement is itself.a set of 
variations. Reger carries the theme through a much more 
elaborate series of transformations, richer in texture and 
more romantic in feeling. Bohm’s conducting exacts a 
beauty of tone and general authority of treatment, Mozart's 
Serenade No. 6 in D Major, one of the composer's lesser 
works, is on the reverse side; (Decca, One 12-inch LP.) 


NINA MILKINA, a Russian-born pianist, gives artis- 
tically appealing performances of 12 sonatas by Domenico 
Scarlatti. Miss Milkina allows herself a certain latitude 
in rhythmic treatment and in the use of the pedal which 
seem to be dictated by the instrument rather than by the 
scores. This attitude ean be justified. The piano, after 
all, is not the harpsichord so piano performances of these 
works may be regarded as translations in which the special 
properties of the piano idiom should be considered. Anyhow, 
Miss Milkina produces a fine singing tone—which is un- 
usually well reproduced—and plays with good taste. (West- 
minster, One 12-inch LP.) 


A RECORDING of Handel's “Israel in Egypt,” in 
which the Utah Symphony Orchestra joins forces with the 
combined choruses of the University of Utah does great credit 
to both organizations. The soloists, with one exception, are 
only fair to middling and the conducting of Maurice Abravanel 
undertakes a too portentous solemnity at times. The one 
outstanding soloist is Grace Bumbry, the St. Louis contralto, 
who has already established a national reputation. 

This work of Handel, whose definitive edition is tnknown 
or nonexistent, is fully as impressive as the better known 
“Messiah.” Its descriptive and onomatopoetic effects, con- 
cerned with the plagues laid upon the Egyptian people, are 
quite extraordinary. The passages that communicate the 
ideas of awe, majesty and devotion are equally imaginative. 
(Westminster, One 12-inch LP.)

Change in FHA Premium 


Payment Is Discussed 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI) 
~The Federal Housing Admin- 
istration is studying a proposal 
to give future home buyers 
with FHA-insured mortgages a 
choice of how to pay the in- 
surance premium. 

Home buyers now include in 


their monthly payments a one- 
half of 1 per cent charge fig- 
ured annually on the unpaid 
balance of a mortgage. Under 
the proposed change the buyer 
would be given the option of 
paying the entire premium 
when the home loan is made— 
probably at between 5 and 6 
per cent of the principal 
amount. 

The plan was suggested to 
FHA Commissioner Norman P. 
Mason at a closed-door meet- 
ing with an advisory commit- 
tee of bankers, life insurance 


pAT HRs. 


representatives and other lend- 
ers. 


Members of the committee 
doubted that a lump sum pay- 
ment would *mean any sav- 
ings for home buyers. Mason 
said he would study the mat- 
ter. 

Meantime FHA officials 
threw cold water on another 


proposal that FHA reduce its 
insurance premium to a. sin- 
gle, one-half of 1 per cent 
charge on the principal amount 
of the mortgage. That plan 
was advanced by Builder Wil- 
liam ‘Levitt—of the Levittowns 
in New York, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey. He said it would 
mean lower monthly payments, 

One FHA official said Lev- 
itt's suggestion was ‘‘complete- 
ly preposterous.” He said it 
took no account of the agen- 
cy’s need for protection against 
default on more than 21 bil-

lion dollars of mortgage Iinsur- 
ance now in force. Levitt con- 
tended that the FHA’s $600,- 
000,000 reserve was more thah 
ample protection. 

In any case, the FHA offi- 
cial said, a reduction in the 
premium would reauire con- 
gressional action, not very 
likely this late in the year. The 
law authorizes the present FHA 
premium payment arrange- 
ment at not less than one-half 
point rate and not more than 
1 per cent. 

Levitt also said that with 
home building important to 
many sectors of the economy, 
part of the insurance premium 
should be paid by the Treas- 
ury out of general tax rev- 
enues.

TOMMY BOLT WINS U.S. OPEN GOLF TITLE WITH 283 
Leads British to Wightman Cup Victory Over U.S. 


HERE has been much 
discussion in recent years 
as to whether organized 
or league play in baseball 
is good or bad for young 


boys, before and after 
they've reached their early 
teens. It has been pointed 
out that octasionally the en- 
thusiasm of the adult direc- 
tors of. the competition is 
so keen, with fathers taking 
victory and defeat so much 
to heart, that the Iittle nerv- 
ous systems of the young- 
sters have been disturbed. 

By and large, however, it 
is generally accepted that 
there’s more good than bad 
in the activity. It keeps 
young minds and bodies 
cupied, the exercise is good 
for young muscles and boys 
learn to play together for a 
common purpose: It’s good 
to know about the value of 
teamwork, no matter what 
you're planning to do in 
later life. 

Occasionally, however, an 
overzealous adult spoils the 
picture, pointing up the wis- 
dom of carefully screening 
the adult supervisors, so 
that if there is to be any 
character building, it will be 
in the right direction. 

A young umpire in a 
young boys’ league  tele- 
phoned the other day about 
an incident m a game in- 
which he had officiated. 

The score was close in a 
late inning, a boy of 10 or 
11 years was on third base, 
with a boy of the same age 
at bat. Suddenly the man- 
ager of the team at bat left 
the bench and walked rapid- 
ly toward the boy at bat. 
Apparently he wanted to at- 
tract the boy’s attention, 
perhaps to give him some 
advice. The young umpire 
naturally interpreted the sit- 
uation as a request to call 
time. So he raised his hand, 
calling time, as the boy ‘bat- 
ter stepped backward from 
the box. At the umpire’s call 
of time, the pitcher stopped 
his pitching motion. 

Building Character 
Among Ten-Year-Olds. 
ELL, it sounded like ev- 
Wervthing was according 
to the rule book, we told 
the young umpire? What was 
the difficulty? 

“The manager who came 
out to talk to his batter de- 
manded that I call a balk 
on the pitcher,” the umpire 
replied. 

But it was at his apparent 
request that time had been 
called. 

“Yes, but he insisted I had 
no right to call time, that 
he had come out with a defi- 
nite plan to cause the pitcher 
to balk, so his runner on 
third base would be forced 
home with a run. Will you 
please tell me what I should 
have done? I refused to call 
the balk.” 

We told the young umpire 
to stick to his guns. 

It’s too bad that managers 
like that crawl into baseball 
that young boys are playing. 
How would you or you or 
you like to have your 10- 
year-old boy learning about 
the ways of life from a.man- 
ager like that? 

There have been other 
similar incidents. A few 
years ago a manager of a 
small boys’ tearn tried Bill 
Veeck’s midget stunt. With 
the bases filled the over- 
zealous supervisor of boys’ 
play sent a wee youngster 
in to bat. The boy was so 
small the strike zone was 
reduced to a narrow strip 
only a few inches thick and 
only a foot above ground.

TULSA, Okla., June 14 — 
Tommy Bolt, dark-visaged son 
of Oklahoma; used his new 
power of positive thinking to- 
day to win the 58th national 
open championship. He. was 
in front and stayed there in 
the last 36 holes, posting an 
unexpectedly low total of 283. 

The 39-year-old one-time hot- 
head of. professionai golf, who 
started the game as a caddy, 
played as an amateur, then 
turned rather late to. making 
his living at the game in 1946 
calmly ignored the pressures 
of the tournament. 


Gene Littler made a run at 
Bolt in the third round this 
morning at sweltering Southern 
Hills Country Club where 12,- 
375 swilled cold drinks and 
sought the shade of any little 
tree in 95-degree heat. The 
27-year-old Littler shot -a third- 
round 67 while Bolt was mak- 
ing himself tough to catch with 
a one-under-par 69. 


This gave Bolt a 211 score 
for 54 holes and Littler was 
only three strokes behind with 
214. But in the afternoon, des- 
pite bogey fives on the second 
and third holes, the veteran 
Bolt steadily maintained his 
composure, finishéd with 72 
and had nothing fo sweat out 
but the weather. 


Player at 290. 


Littler finished with 76 for 
290, good for only fourth place. 
Gary Player, 22-year-old South 
African, finished second with 
a fourth-round 71 for 287, four 
strokes back, to give Bolt the 
biggest winning margin since 
Ben Hogan won by six at Oak- 
mont in 1953. Julius Boros, 


whom Bolt said he feared most | 


on the last day, shot 72-71 for 
289 and third place. 

The new Bolt, the one who 
last year quit throwing golf 
clubs in temper fits just to see 
how it would affect his golf 
game, explained his current 
philosophy. 

“I’m using more positive 
thinking now,” he said. “Many 
golfers, and I was one, turn to 
negative thinking when they 
get on the green.” 

It was on the green that per- 
haps Bolt developed the strong- 
est part of his game, he re- 
called after the victory. 

“I putted real good,” he said. 
I did miss a few short ones. 
But I only three-putted three 
times during the tournament.” 

Bolt also showed his positive 
thinking by taking the bad 
breaks in stride, sacrificing a 
stroke when necessary to, get 
out of the heavy rough. 

“I must’ve_ sacrificed ten 
times, chipping back to the 
fairway, then doing the best 
I could,” he said.

Old Brownies Neither 
Die Nor Fade Away.

major leagues now are 

more than 20 players with 
a common bond and a van- 
ishing distinction. They wore 
a uniform that now hangs 
only in the Missouri State 
Historical Society's collec- 
tion of treasured relics. They 
are, as you must have 
guessed, the still active alum- 
ni of the St. Louis Browns. 


Nearly five years after the 
American League gave up 
the ghost in St. Louis, old 
Brownies are making news in 
a manner that again brings a 
tug of regret as well as a 
touch of pride. It’s mighty 
nice to see the boys per- 
forming so admirably, but 
it’s too bad they still can’t 
be doing it together out at 
Grand and Dodier. 

It was, of course, a great 
misfortune of the Browns 
through many of their final 
days and years that financial 
need forced the sale of play- 
ers. Throughout the late 
'20s and early '30s the club 
not only developed few play- 
ers of note, but in the years 
immediately after Dan How- 
ley brought the Browns home 
third in 1928 and fourth in 
'29, there were some incred- 
ibly bad deals. 

It’s extremely unlikely, for 
instance, that Washington 
could have won the 1933 
American League pennant, 
the capital’s one and only 
sincé’ 1925, without players 
obtained from the Browns, 
notably Alvin Crowder, 
Goose Goslin and Walter 
Stewart. Goslin, a great hit- 
ter, and Crowder, an out- 
standing pitcher, then helped 
Detroit to pennants the next 
two seasons. 

Once the Browns fell into 
the hands of Don Barnes and 
his multiple stockholders, 
with Bill DeWitt bringin 
into the operation many 0 
the player - development 
methods of Branch Rickey 
and the Cardinals, talent was 
not dispersed unwisely. The 
shame of it, as time went by, 
was that good players had to 
be sold because there wasn't 
enough income at the box- 
office. 


Of DeWitt’s Deals, 
Players Developed.

WE WERE PRIVILEGED to see “Show Boat” at the 
Municipal Opera opening week. I say privileged because, 
woman and girl, I've seen “Show Boat” eight or nine times 
and this was the best of them all. We were peculiarly privi- 
leged in that we got to 
hear the dialogue twice. 
Once when it was spoken 
by the actors on the stage 
‘and then again when it 
was repeated by one of 
the women seated back of 
us to the other. A per- 
formance in Echo Cavern 
couldn’t have been more 
faithful. 


One of the women had 
a bit of difficulty with 
the plot owing to a false 
premise on her part. She 
was under the impression 
that Marion Marlowe was 
playing Magnolia. (“No,

REAL PRICE CUTS AND PHONY COMPARISONS: 
You can find prices down now on many items—from 
apparel and appliances to hand tools and houses. Shopping 
around pays if you make your own careful comparisons, 
don’t take for granted “comparative price” tags with 
seemingly huge markdowns. The practice of inflating 
so-called “original” or “list” prices in order to make 
fagged prices seem great bargains is widespread... . 
How big are actual cuts? You get some idea from mail 
order catalogues which show such examples as these: 
$99.50, instead of $119.50, on a power-driven mower; 
$139.80, instead of $169.95 on a gas range; $7.77, instead 
of $9.98, on some dresses. 


>» FOIL GLASS: A new kind of plastic structural panel 
may be just what you want for covering a patio and 
for many interior uses, too. Reflecting.80 per cent of 
sun’s heat while passing light through in soft, diffused 
form, it eliminates heat build-up in bright sunlight. A 
perforated, embossed aluminum foil layer sandwiched be- 
tween sheets of translucent, fiberglas-reinforced plastic, 
acts as heat barrier. The foil also provides a striking three- 
dimensional effect, making the panel attractive for interior 
room dividers, sliding partitions, etc. 


> FOR YOUR LAWN: A new riding mower, a tricycle 
affair, cuts a 24-inch path, has a mulcher attachment, 
recoil starter, low-toned muffler, is designed for closer 
trimming to sidewalks, walls, trees.

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Wild Animals I Have Known 


Elephants in Atlanta. Kangaroo in Tampa, Eagle in St. Louis—Tve Had It’

NOW THAT the warm 
weather months of the silly 
season are upon us once again, 
rest assured that the readers 
of the great newspapers of 
this enlightened nation will be 
besieged with a spate of ani- 
mal stories. 

My only hope is may I be 
spared the writing of any more 
of them. This is, in all prob- 


ability, a futile hope, if past 


are any gauge. But I 
start hoping this hope about 
the same time each year, along 
about spring, just as everything 
starts going quietly nuts in 
May. 

Then,-as the hope barely 
flickers alive, I find myself on 
eye level with a rhino, or in- 
terviewing a _ wildbeeste, or 
some such. And, it occurs to 
me, very little good has ever 
come of this—when involved 
im literary pursuits with ani- 
mals, you can’t win, 

Animals have made my life 
thorny. Animals have repeated- 
ly entangled me in the toils of 
circumstance. As just one in- 
stance, the most disturbing 
afternoon I ever spent involved 
animals, on two consecutive as- 
signments, within one hour. 


I was sent down to the late 
and lamented Grand Burleycue 
House here to interview a 
young lady whose horse, which 
assisted in her strip act by re- 
moving garments (hers), was 
being attached by the law for 
non-payment of debts. The in- 
terview was conducted back- 
stage as she rode offstage at 
conclusion of her act, wearing 
only the horse. 


“These days a working girl 
gets ali the time persecuted,” 
she said, sitting there a la Lady 
Godiva. “Do you have other 
questions?” 

“I can think of none.” 


Somewhat shaken [I went 
forthwith to the second assign- 
ment, at a local hotel, know- 
ing only my subject was a 
British lecturer. He opened the 
door at my knock and peered 
at me through his monocle. 

“Come. in,” he said. “My 
eagle is in the bathtub.” 

Sure enough it was. He used 
it in the lecture. That’s the 
best place to keep an eagle 
when you travel around, in the 
bathtub. But it certainly shocks 
reporters who have just inter- 
viewed nude young ladies on 
horses, ahd that is what I mean 
by animals—they are discon- 
certing, invariably. 

But editors demand “human 
interest,” whatever that is. And 
animals have more human in- 
interest than human beings, is 
the way editors have it figured 
out. 

“Are you busy?” the city edi- 
tor of a paper where I used to 
work in San Francisco asked 
me one day. 

“Yes,” I lied. 

“Are you?” he asked the man 
next to me, who said no. 

“O.K.,” said the city editor. 
“Go race a seal.” 

“Beg pardon?” 

It made a good human in- 
terest story, I guess, and the 
reporter lost the race in a pool, 
under a stop watch, proving 
conclusively that a seal can 
outswim a rather slow-witted 
reporter. Did I have time for 
self-congratulation on missing 
that assignment? No. 

I ended up at the San Fran- 
cis International Airport -at a 
champagne breakfast for a lion 
named © Fearless Fagan, at 10 
o'clock in the morning 

“Now what we'll .% ” said 
my photographer, a man of or- 
iginal turn of mind, “is all you 
reporters get in the cage and 
we'll let the lion out. It will 
look at you, see, instead of the 
other way? Good human in- 
terest.” 

“Well,” I thought to myself, 
standing there in a portable 
lion cage holding a glass of 
champagne, while the lion out- 
side regarded me, “it beats 
racing a seal.” But I recog- 
nized the hollow tone of ration- 
alization. 

On my first wedding anni- 
versary I was late to dinner 
because of interviewing a man 
who had taught a water moc- 
casin to dance, in Atlanta. 

I have been kissed by a talk- 
ing mule, inadvertently, I have 
been spat upon by a gorilla 


and sat upon by a St. Bernard. 
I have fallen off the Tampa 
dock into the bay with a saw- 
fish nine feet long. And it 
never lets up. 


You cannot trust animals. 
And I think my small daugh- 
jer displayed the proper at- 
titude toward them. 

Zoo Director George Vier- 
heller had let her shake hands 
with a chimpanzee, and con- 
verse with the late Big Boy, a 
talking mynah,. After returning 
home Kathleen was asked by 
her mother, “How did you like 
the Zoo, honey?” 


* “The monkey wouldn't talk 
to me and the birdie wouldn't 
hold my hand,” she responded. 
Great going, girl! I thought: 
You have the right attitude. 

The other way, the only oth- 
er way, to deal with animals is 
to ignore them entirely, but I 
have never been able to man- 
age this as well as a veteran 
editor named Bill Abbott. 

He was on the city desk of 
the Tampa Tribune one morn- 
ing when I walked in and 
noted a kangaroo standing be- 
hind him. The kangaroo, it de- 
veloped later, was merely wait- 
ing on his keeper who had 
gone out back for a photogra- 
pher. But Mr. Abbott did not 
know this and Mr. Abbott did 
not care. 

“There is a kangaroo stand- 
ing behind you,” I said. 

“I know,” he said, continu- 
ing his life’s work of taking 
adjectives out of sentences. 

“Well,” I said, after reflec- 
tion. “What in the world is a 
kangaroo doing standing 
there?” 

Busily penciling, and still not 
looking up, he said, “T have no 
idea. It was here when I came 
to work.” 

That, ideally, is the correct 
reaction. Often, however, one 
becomes involved. On an At- 
lanta newspaper once, for in- 
stance, local humorists brought 
up in the freight elevator a 
small elephant being used in 
a press agent stunt. They 
parked the elephant directly

But the chief sensed or 
thought he sensed a presence 
and cast his bleary eyes 
around, thereby looking full 
face into the countenance of 
an elephant. He froze and 
turned the color of crabgrass. 
He turned back and looked at 
the other editors. They were 
calmly working. He turned his 
back on the elephant and sat 
there, very still, for a long 
time — until somebody broke 
down and started the chain re- 
action of guffawing. 


“My theory,” he explained 
later, “was that either there 
was an elephant really behind 
me, or there wasn’t. In either 
case, I was determined not to 
= the first to bring the matter

We telephoned all over the 
nation, as the goal neared. A

strange facet of our economy 
became apparent. Elephants 
Fihally we found 
one and sped away to the win- 
ter quarters of a circus at 
Athens, Ga., somewhat fran- 
tically, as the Constitution had 
just flown away to a myste- 
rious destination coyly referred 
to as “Elephant Land” and 
later learned to be an animal 
dealer in New Hampshire. 


The city editor, the city vet- 
erinarian, the city parks com- 
missioner, a photographer and 
myself eyed the Athens ele- 
phants. 

“This is obviously the su- 
perior one of the two,” said 
the circus man. The editor 
nodded agreeably, had several 
dozen veterinary students 
from a local college check 
the animals and we bought the 
other one, forking over $5000. 

“Now,” the editor said to me, 
rubbing his hands together in 
anticipation, “All we have to 
do is to smuggle this elephant 
into Atlanta.” 

“How?” I inquired, standing 
there mired to the kneecaps 
in Georgia mud. It seemed a 
good question. 

Smuggle it we did, in the 
dead of night, so the Constitu- 
tion, a morning newspaper, 
would not break the story out 
of revenge.

KIDDIES.” 


Everybody chased the ele- 


phant. I raced into the dark- 
ness, backed out of the duck 
pond, and resumed the chase, 
running in frenzied circles 
through the botanical gardens, 
pondering my place in the 
scheme of things. 


Here I am in the soft south- 
ern night, I mused, pursuing 
an elephant. What would I do 
with the elephant if I caught 
it? 

Happily, the Zoo keeper 
caught it. We got it into the 
stall. “Nice elephant,” we said. 
“Nice elephant. Whoa, ele- 
phant. That’s a nice elephant.” 


“Move over,” said a matter- 
of-fact voice behind us. “You 
guys are in front of the ele- 
phant.” 


A reporter - photographer 
team from the Constitution 
stood there. Spies are every- 
where. We discussed freedom 
of the press, while leaping 
about in front of the elephant 
in a successful attempt to foil 
pictures. 

“Why are you guys fighting 
over an elephant at this time 
of morning?” one of the police- 
men asked, before kicking us 
all out in a burst of insight. 


It was days later before the 
Constitution got its elephant 
home from Elephant Land, 
and staged a noisy parade past 
the Journal office, a parade re- 
plete with acrobats, sirens and 
Shriners. But it: was a prime 
example of too little and too 
late, for several reasons.

Father didn’t have much to say. He didn’t really tell 
us anything except to live by the golden rule and never 
pass judgment without putting ourselves in the other 
person's place.

We learned respect for others because father never 
described a man by his color, his faith, or his physique.

After all these years around 
children, my ears are tuned 
for these priceless misstate- 
ments. They reflect, the frantic 
efforts of tiny nervous systems 
to assimilate the constant 
stream of random information. 
When it’s played back, some- 
times the needle jumps the 
groove and we marvel at the 
malapropisms that result. 


I guess you might call me 
an amateur child psychologist. 
I've studied the subject in col- 
lege, read books by leading ex- 
perts and spent many hours 
discussing children with the 
top people in the field. But 
my only real claim to knowl- 
edge about kids is in my day 
by day contacts, The only way 
to know about children is to be 
with them. And five of my 
own youngsters growing up 
around me seven days a week 
for 20 years attest to my vet- 
eran standing in the profession, 


AND YET, there has to be a 
beginning. With me, it was a 
blond, wiggling, red-faced boy 
named Jack. Weight at birth, 
9 pounds 6 ounces; length, 22 
inches. As he grew up he was 
not particularly naughty or dis- 
obedient, or destructive or de- 
fiant. He was simply omniv- 
orous and about as discriminat- 
ing as a garbage disposal unit. 
Spankings were absorbed with 
hardly a blink, and he was 
eternally optimistic about not 
getting caught the next time. 
I developed the habit of spank- 
ing him first thing when I got 
home from work, on the prac- 
tical theory that if I didn’t 
know what he'd been doing 
wrong, he would! 


Today, at 6 feet, 3 inches, he

The really important rule in 
bringing up children is to train 
them lovingly, demand their 
obedience and don’t frustrate 
them unnecessarily.

(Entertaining royalty can have its problems, especially 
when the royal personage is the fun-loving but archly 
correct Princess Margaret of Britain. Here’s an intimate 
glimpse of the princess at a party—where words and 
actions are watched with care.)

The hostesses who entertain the Princess the most in- 
clude the Duchess of Marlborough, the Countess Mountbat- 
ten, the Duchess of Devonshire, Lady Rupert Nevill and 
Mrs. Herbert Agar. } 

They all have lovely country homes as well as town 
houses in London. 

They know Margaret’s likes and dislikes. She likes 
meeting new and interesting people. But she wants to know 
in advance who they are.

Life on Last Real Showboat stunting

EUSTACE FLETCHER is a 
man to whom good things come 
by slow degrees and easy 
stages, ahd right now is one of 
his good times. 


Usually, in the evening, 
Fletcher is to be found onstage 
and backstage at the Goldenrod 
showboat, tied up on the river- 
front at the foot of Locust 
street. Fletcher has put in the 
last 24 years on the boat, as 
director, stage-manager and 
actor. 


But right now, Fletcher is 
busy elsewhere, and his wife, 
Vida Sedgwick Fletcher, is 
running things on the river- 
front stage. Fletcher has come 
into a triumph which, while it 
is a modest one, to be sure, is 
nevertheless the sort of thing 
that makes you think that, 
once in a while, the nice things 
happen to the right people. 
Out in Forest Park, where the 
Municipal Opera opened its 
season with the musical ver- 
sion of Edna Ferber’s “Show- 
boat,” Eustace Fletcher is play- 
ing the sheriff. 


The sheriff's role in “Show- 
boat” puts Fletcher onstage 
for four appearances, one of 
them the dramatic “miscegena- 
tion scene,” in which the 
sheriff briefly carries the ac- 
tion. The fact that the part 
was awarded to the Goldenrod 
veteran pays tribute to the 
continuing existence in this 
city of the last of the authentic 
old showboats. It also gives 
Fletcher a chance to deliver 
some lines, for once, without 
being hissed, booed or talked 
back to by members of the 
audience, as is the rollicking 
tradition in Goldenrod melo- 
dramas, or of having his per- 
formance smothered by a pass- 
ing train. 


Putting Fietcher in the 
Municipal Opera cast was 
the idea of Productions 
Director John Kennedy. It 
occurred to him that there 
was a certain logic to draw- 
ing into the show whatever 
atmospheric touches might. 
be available about town, and 
Fletcher is one of two atmos- 
pheric touches in the produc- 
tion that are about as authen- 
tic as you can get. 


The other one is the chime 
whistle from the old Wenonah, 
the steam towboat that used to 
push the Goldenrod up the 
Louisiana bayous and into the 
far reaches of the Allegheny 
river, the Monongahela river, 
the Ohio and a lot of others. 
The whistle was lent by the 
Missouri Historical Society, 
which now owns it. The Muny 
Opera doesn’t have a steam 
boiler, so it sounds the deep- 
throated blast by piping 
through it a charge of nitro- 
gen from a pressure tank en- 
gaged for that purpose. 


The only thing that could 


‘make Fletcher feel even more 


completely happy and at home 
than he does already would be 
to have his son, Jack, in the 
opera's singing chorus, and to 
have Vida out front. Jack did 
four seasons in the Forest Park 
opera, but now he is singing 
with “My Fair Lady” in Chi- 
cago. As for Vida Fletcher, 
she is tied up with “Ten Nights 
in\ a Bar Room,” the current 
riverfront show, so that’s that. 
The Fletchers take these things 
in stride. 


EUSTACE FLETCHER is 67 
years old, and he can’t remem- 
ber when he wasn’t involved, in 
one way or another, with shows 
and the people who put them 
on. As a child, he used to 
hang around the opera house 
at Covington, Tenn. He and 
another teen-age friend got up 
a song and dance act, and be- 
gan playing independent vaude- 
ville out of Memphis. 

Fletcher took drum lessons 
and worked with small dance 
bands and in the pit of the 
Memphis summer theater, 
where Orpheum circuit vaude- 
ville was played. Then he got 
a job drumming with the or- 


chestra in a Memphis movie 


theater, 
films. 


One day, Fletcher got a tele- 
gram from the Sedgwick Play- 
ers, a tent show he had been in 
touch with. The show, oper- 
ated by a man named Roland 
Sedgwick, was down in Texas, 
and it needed a drummer. That

Now, in 

during the shows, he would go 
with the band on ballyhoo 
marches downtown at every 
stop, and play at the tent door 
just before show time to whoop 
up a house. Some of the bands- 
men dropped out at this point 
to go backstage—they were 
doubling as actors. 


Fletcher figured that was his 
next move, and he started ma- 
neuvering to get on the other 
side of the footlights. Pretty 
soon, he was doubling, too. His 
first role was a juvenile heavy 
called Murray Hammond in an 
old tent show standby, “St. 
Elmo.” This part let him re- 
join the band early in the eve- 
ning, for he got killed in the 
first act. 


The tent show routine was 
to play in towns of up to 15,- 
000, where the troupe would 
put on six performances, a dif- 
ferent one every night. This 
was called the tent “rep” (for 
repertory) theater. Sometimes, 

ck would convert to 

tent stock. This meant that he 
would set up in towns 
longer tire

The show owner had a pretty 
daughter named Vida who had 
played child parts, but was at- 
tending school in Little Rock 
at the time Fletcher was 
signed on. In the late 1920s, 
she came back to the. show. 
Vida and Eustace began going 
steady, and in 1930 they were 
married. 

Tent shows got their start 
when motion pictures put the 
repertory theater out of busi- 
ness. The rep theater had been 
a vigorous cultural enterprise 
in remote towns where an 


“opera house” was available, : 


Sedgwick Players finally had 
to give up. Fletcher joined an- 
other group, the Mary Jane 
Lane Players, a house stock 
company. 


The Lane players settled 
for a while at Montgomery, 
Ala., in 1930, and Jack 
Fletcher was born there.

On 
a visit to Memphis in 1931 or 
1932, Fletcher found tied up 
at the wharf no less a craft 
than the one billed on the 
waters of 15 states as “The 
World’s Greatest Showboat’’— 
the Goldenrod, presided over 
by Captain John William 
Menke. 

The Goldenrod at that time 
was in the throes of a difficult 
transition period. This 1909 
craft was the biggest showboat 
ever built—a hull 200 feet long 
and 45 feet wide, with an ori- 
ginal seating capacity of 1400 
on main floor and balcony. It 
had steam heat, living quarters 
for actors, chairs upholstered 


with red plush in comfortable. 


boxes, and other accoutrements 
of the best equipped land 
theaters. . 

For about 15 years, the Gold- 
enrod had trouped the rivers 
a week behind the New Sensa- 
tion, another showboat owned 
by Captain Menke and his 
three brothers. The first boat 
presented musical comedy and 
vaudeville, the Goldenrod dealt 
mostly in straight drama. 

The change in the dramatic 
pattern happened first in Cin- 
cinnati to another showboat

One night, a yacht of s0- 
ciety folk pulled up beside his 
boat and offered $25 for a 
playing of “Ten Nights in a 
Bar Room.” The cast put on a 
serious play, but the audience, 
more sophisticated than Bry- 
ant’s usual patrons, found the 
old melodrama hilariously 
funny. 

Bryant did not have to be 
hit on the head with a calliope 
to realize that he had come to 
the end of one era, and the be- 
ginning of another. He ordered 
a hammed-up performance. 
The actors were not amused, 
audiences 
were. The change first hit 
Menke at Pittsburgh in 1930. 
There, the city audiences de- 
manded a burlesqué of the 
old pot-bolilers, but the tron- 
workers in the seats, unused 
to this debasement of what 
they regarded as tried and 
true drama, insisted on having 
it played straight. The cast 
had a schizophrenic time of it, 
but the burlesque versions, 
with the audiences encouraged 
to cheer the hero and hiss the 
villian, quickly became stand- 
ard style on the few remaining 
showboats. 

In 1934, when the Goldenrod 
again visited Memphis, all three 
Fletchers were signed on. They 
left after six months, but in 
1937, when the Goldenrod had 
taken up residence in St. Louis, 
they joined again. Fletcher 
Was made director. His wife, 
who is billed as Vida Sedg- 
wick, took over much of the 
wardrobe and other backstage 
detail. 


AT THIS STAGE, Fletcher 
had fulfilled the classic for- 
mula for success. He had 
started at the bottom and 
worked his way up. He had 
married the boss’s daughter. 
He had secured the top job on 
the world’s. greatest thing of 
its kind. However, everything 
is relative, and success in what 
is left of the showboat busi- 
ness is more likely to mean 
a certain unshakeable affinity 
between man and career than 
that he gets rich at it. The 
Fletchers lived for a while 
in quarters on the Goldenrod, 
then they rented a small 
apartment on Locust, just off 
Third street, and they have 
lived there ever since. 

The question of college for 
Jack haunted the Fletchers for 
a long time. Jack went to 
Eugene Field elementary 
school, and to Beaumont High, 
meantime holding down an oc- 
casional Goldenrod part. In 
1951, when the showboat put 
on an outrageous parody of 
Shakespeare, “Hamlet and 
Yeggs,” by the same Billy 
Bryant who had started burles- 
quing melodrama, Jack was 
Hamlet. 


One day, when his mother 
was whipping up his Prince 
of Denmark costume, Jack, 
then 16 years old, came in 
and announced he had won a 
four-year, full-tuition scholar- 
ship at Washington Univer- 
sity. 

“We knew that couldn’t be 
right,” his father recalled re- 
cently. “Jack had been a 
straight E student at Beau- 
mont, but this was just too 
good. We almost convinced 
him he was mistaken.” But 
Jack double-checked and 
found that he had won a 
sure-enough four-year full- 
tuition scholarship. On the 
same day, Vida _ received 
word that a radio script she 
had submitted to a peanut 
butter sponsor had been ac- 
cepted. It was one of the 
Fletchers’ big days. 


Jack had the makings of a 
baritone voice, and he studied 
singing along with an English 
major. He was with the Mu- 
nicipal Opera singing chorus 
for two summers, sang at the 
Chase Hotel, toured with the 
Winged Victory Chorus—a rep- 
etition of his parents’ earlier 
one-night stands—and was with 
the Radio City Music Hall 
chorus. He did two more 
Muny Opera seasons, and last 
May 3 was married to Joyce 
Maret, of Kirkwood, former 
dancing chorus member. She 
got a job with “My Fair Lady” 
in Chicago, and when Jack 
visited Chicago with the Na- 
tional Chorus of America, he 
also connected with “Fair 
Lady.” 

In all his four seasons at 
Municipal Opera, his parents 
never saw Jack perform. His 
mother attended one night, 
only to find that she hadn't 
brought her wallet along. She 
found a free seat, spent most 
of her small change to rent a 
pair of binoculars, and spotted 
Jack, she thought, in the chorus 
ranks. Later, it proved she had 
been pridefully watching the 
wrong man. 


FLETCHER LIKES his 
“Showboat” role just fine, but 
when it’s over, he will be back 
in business on the riverfront, in 
the same give-and-take with the 
customers and the same gen- 
eral pauses in the dialogue to 
let the trains go by. 

In this setting out of the 
past, the Fletchers and the 
others show veterans—Blanche 
Forbes, with the Goldenrod 
since 1937, who doubles as solo 
violinist between the acts and 
has put a daughter through col- 
lege, and Frank Anton, charac- 
ter actor—are augmented by a 
steady stream of youngsters, 
many of whom go on to the big 
time. In the repartee across 
the footlights and in the thick 
of such lines as “Thank God! 
Little Nell is still alive!” the 
regulars manage to hold onto 
- unassailable personal dig- 


ty. 

“I don’t know why Vida goes 
to so much trouble with her 
costumes,” Fletcher said. “I've 
watched her working on them 
when she was so tired she could 
hardly see. I tell her, ‘What's 
the point of it?’ But it doesn’t 
make any difference. When 
Vida puts on a costume, she 
wants it right. The Goldenrod 
is where we work, and we just 
feel like we want to give it all 
we've got.” 

And that’s the way things 
are on the real life showboat 
downtown.

ing for bluegilis with a willow 
pole and a can of worms. He'd 
been having fair luck and 
there were several sunfish on 
his stringer—and we fell into 
conversation as fellow anglers 
always do. 

With considerable pride thre 
boy showed me a large water 
snake he had killed, and a 
small green heron he had man- 
aged to bag with a rock when it 
landed in a nearby thicket 
where perhaps its nest was con- 
cealed. Then he went on to 
proclaim his prowess as a 
hunter, telling of the rabbit 
nests he and his dogs had 
found in the fields and of the 
number of groundhogs they 
had dug from their burrows 
and killed. 


Nothing could have béen 
more natural or normal in a 
10-year-old than this “hunter's 
instinct.” The boy who doesn’t 
have it at this age is a rare 
one indeed. But the very fact 
that few such boys manage to 
meet up with decent guidance 
in pursuing their interest in 
nature accounts for many prob- 
lems in wildlife conservation 
today. There are so many 
fathers, in fact, who never out- 
grow this preadolescent atti- 
tude toward birds, animals and 
other creatures of the woods, 
fields and streams, that they 
make the poorest sort of tutors 
for their sons. As I sat and 
chatted with this youngster, I 
realized how well he had al- 
ready been indoctrinated by 
his dad—who had doubtless 
gotten his own outdoor philos- 
ophy from his own father in 
an earlier day. 


All this called te mind a 
panel discussion in which I 
took part recently with three 
St. Leuis naturalists over 
KETC, St. Louwis’s education- 
al television station. The oth- 
er participants were Rex 
Conyers, who teaches the 
natural sciences in the Uni- 
versity City high schools; the 
gifted artist Dick Grossen- 
heider of the Conservation 
Commission’s Rockwoods 
Reservation, and ornitholo- 
gist Earl Hath, who guides 
the fortunes of the St. Louis 
Audubon Society. 


THE HALF-HOUR' PRO- 
GRAM proved too short a time 
to cover the topics of mutual 
interest to this group; yet the 
number we touched upon was 
surprising. 

One subject we discussed 
was the thing we call “preda- 
tion” in the field of wildlife. 
And we agreed that, despite 
the educational work already 
done with youngsters and 
adults, there is still a long way 
to go before we reach a really 
intelligent attitude in this area 
of conservation. 


Thus we find that nearly 
everyone who is interested in 
the outdoors, no matter how 
friendly he may feel toward 
the creatures you and I call 
predators, has a small list of 
his own of animals that he 
feels should be wiped out com- 
pletely. 


In some cases, as with the 
snakes and hawks, these will 
be species that we have 
been taught since childhood 
are harmful. In others, as 
happens in the relationship 
between the fox and the 
quail hunter, the “predator” 
is some species which we 
imagine is inimical toe our 
favorite sport and is robbing 
us of our kill. In spite of the 
evidence which piles up that 
man is the true predator— 
along with a few creatures 
which he has managed to get 
out of balance—it is a slow 
task weaning each individ- 
ual away from the ‘convic- 
tion that HIS predators at 
a are worthy of persecu- 

on, 


SEVERAL EXAMPLES came 
up to illustrate these conclu- 
sions during our discussion. 
One of the speakers had 
brought along a spotted king 
snake, perhaps the friendliest 
and most useful of all our 
snakes, and a bright green 
grass snake that is totally 
harmless and interesting for its 
beauty, ability to camouflage 
itself in green foilage, and 
amusing habit of tying itself 
into all sorts of ridiculous 
knots. Here were an extreme- 
ly useful snake and a harm- 
less one; yet in many minds 
both are lumped with the 
dangerous and poisonous spe- 
cies and are marked for exter- 
mination. “Useful or not,” say 
these people, “It’s a snake and 
I say kill all snakes.” 


‘Another specimen that had 
been brought to the studio was 
a handsomely-mounted male 
marsh hawk that had been shot 
as a harmful “chicken hawk” 
—and this despite the fact it is 
protected by law. The marsh 
hawk is, of course, an incom- 
parable mouser. During the 
nesting season a pair will dis- 
pose of 1000 mice and perhaps 
many more. To place a value 
of $40 on the mousing efforts 
of a pair of nesting marsh 
hawks would be modest indeed. © 

I think of these examples of 
our mistaken ideas about pred- 
ators—and then of the oung: 
ster on the creek who still 
being taught to follow his 
natural urge to pursue all liv- 
ing creatures as “game.” Then 
I think how lucky are the boys 
and girls who come into con- 
tact with people such as Rex 
Conyers, Dick Grossenheider 
and Earl Hath—and learn how 
much more there is to nature 
and the outdoors than mere 
killing and catching. Give us 
a generation of such young- 
sters and we will have conser 
vation in America. 
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Bob Hope---Portrait 
Of a Comedian 


_ “I'M GETTING A KICK OUT OF THIS,” said Bob Hope, 
his eyes lighting up. “It’s great to be back in a book show. First 
time since I did ‘Roberta’ for Ed Lester at the Los Angeles 
Civic Opera in 1938. It’s fun.” 

Bob was leisurely eating lunch with me in his suite at 
the Park Plaza Hotel. He had just gotten in from rehearsals 
at Municipal Opera and was due back there right after lunch, 
but in his relaxed, leisurely attitude and in the hushed, luxuri- 
ous atmosphere of the suite, the pressures of show. business 
seemed quite remote. A tanned, fit-looking man, he appeared 
very casual in yellow slacks and a grey cashmere sweater. 


I had learned from another source that Bob was 
' being paid $15,000 for his week’s work in “Roberta” 
F at the Forest Park theater. That, so far as I know, is 
three times as much as anyone else was ever paid to 
appear at Muny Opera—a conservative organization 
which a couple of years ago considered $1500 a top 
price for any star. That is a slightly terrific week's pay 
check by almost any standard—except Bob Hope's. 
Actually, he’s doing the opera a favor by working for 
such a low salary. 


THE MONEY THE FAMOUS COMEDIAN can command 
is fantastic. He'll be paid $15,000 a night—that’s right, a night 
~—to appear at the New York State Fair in August for three 
days and three days at the Indiana State Fair in September. 
He can get $50,000 for a weekend alone at Las Vegas. He has 
a standing guarantee of $75,000 for a seven-night tour of audi- 
toriums. So he makes jokes about Crosby getting hurt falling 
off his wallet (but not in this conversation — Bing wasn't 
mentioned). 

“How did you happen to agree to appear at Muny Opera 
out of all the offers you get?” I asked him. 


Bob laid off his corned beef hash a moment and grinned. | 


“I did it as a favor to Stu Symington,” he said, referring to 
the United States Senator from Missouri. “I had flown with 
Stu to Europe and Alaska back in '48 and °49 when he was 
Secretary of the Air Force, and he’s a good friend. He said, 
‘Bob, we're having a fortieth anniversary at Muny Opera here, 
and we want you to help us celebrate by doing ‘Roberta.’ How 
could I say no? I’m glad I came, I’m really enjoying it.” 


Hope said he had his writers go over the dialogue 
for his role, that of bandleader Huckleberry Haines, 
which he first did on Broadway in the original 1933 
production. “They rewrote about 50 lines three weeks 
ago,” he said. “John Kennedy (producer at the opera) 
okayed the changes. Now, during rehearsals, several 
lines have come up which don’t sound right, so I 
called a couple of my writers in Hollywood and put 
them to work on revisions. After all, 1933 was a long 
time ago. Things that seemed pretty snappy then often 
sound, well, square, now—let’s face it, Take even a 
simple line I have to say, ‘Why, you Sap!’ Nobody says 
that nowadays. We’re trying to think of a better word 
than ‘sap.’ ‘Why, you jerk?’ Too tough. ‘Why, you 
clown?’ Not quite right. See what I mean?”

viously razor sharp. He’s a shrewd judge of material, a per-

“Don’t you ever get tense?” I asked. 
. ‘Not outwardly,” he said. “Maybe I do sometimes 
inwardly. The closest I come to being tense, I guess, 
is working on a TV show. I try to do too much, to 
watch everything. Boy, I realize now what a larceny I 
had in that radio.” 


HE HAS HIS FAMILY with him.. “It’s a wonderful chance 
to be together for two weeks,” he said. Hé takes them with 
him on trips whenever possible—they went with him on his 
flight to Alaska last Christmas to entertain the troops. When 
I got there, his oldest daughter, Linda, opened the door. She 
is a pretty, demurely fresh-looking blonde of almost 19 who 
is appearing with Bob in a small role in “Roberta’—her first 
professional role and she appears thrilled over it. Hope ex- 
plained that his wife and two youngest children, Kelly, 12, and 
Nora, 11, were out playing golf at St. Louis Country Club. 

His other son, Tony, a slim, quiet-mannered boy of almost 
18, appeared during the luncheon, His father said he wanted 
him to go to the country club that afternoon to take a golf 
lesson from the pro there—‘‘one of the best.” There was quite 
a discussion on lifting the shoulder in the follow-through. Bob 
said he'll play a lot of golf this coming week. I asked him about 
his games with President Eisenhower, and after remarking 
how much the President loved the game, Hope said: 


“I have a joke about that. The Democrats are 
always criticizing Eisenhower's playing golf so much. 
But they're just jealous because it’s been so long since 
they’ve been near the green.” 

I had to laugh. “You should put that one in the 
show.” “Yeah,” mused Bob, grinning. “Do you think 
they’d let me get away with it?” 


HOPE, LIKE ANY VAUDEVILLIAN (“It was once the 
team of Hope and Byrne, ‘dancemedians,’ tap steps and snappy 
sayings”) loved to talk show biz, whether remarking that the 
Russian dancers had gotten even with him for his trip to 
Russia by breaking his record for the Kiel Convention Hall 
here of $32,400 gross for one night, talking of the old days in 
“Roberta,” or of his experiences with Fernandel, the French 
comedian, in his current film comedy, “Paris Holiday.” 


“I called up Fernandel, who was in Paris, from London, 
where I was making “The Iron Petticoat,” to make him an 
offer on ‘Paris Holiday,’” Hope said. “He said through his 
interpreter, ‘I’d like to do a TV appearance with you as a 
courtesy.’ ‘Courtesy?’ I asked. ‘How much is that in francs?’ 
‘No, no,’ he said. ‘I will do it for nothing.’ At 4:30 that after- 
noon he was in London doing publicity stills with me at NBC, 
He had packed up his baggage and family and flown immedi- 
ately from Paris. 


“At first he balked on the script for the movie. 
Thought he didn’t have enough to do, which was right, 
80 we beefed up his part. Then he was suspicious of 
me, as one comedian naturally is of another, thought 
I was going to steal all the good spots.

New Furniture Trends

CHICAGO, June-i4 (UPI). 

LOOK FOR a swing to clean-cut lines in the furniture 
stores this fall. 

Insiders predict the furniture under wrappers at the 
upcoming summer market here will reveal new materials 
and techniques in the functional furniture, and fewer 
attempts to wed cold modern with traditional overtones. 

The designers turned to simplicity this season and 
added a great deal of durability to the lines which Have 
lost some of the sauce—but none of the spice—of past 
season furniture. 

Woods continued to hold their king-pin place in furni- 
ture design with the fruitwoods leading the way for frames, 
case goods and trims. The “distressed” cherry finish which 
was introduced at the winter market is expected to be the 
star of the coming show. The finish rates a “distress” 
monicker because it is covered with small black dots made 
by carbon pellets. . 
>» CASE GOODS are highlighted by diagonal grained 
woods—contrasts of horizontal and vertical grain—or em- 
phasized with scoring. 

The traditional designs—French Provincial, Eighteenth 
Century, and Early American—adhere to authentic design 
with modern construction improvements. But the bulk of 
the furniture offerings—modern, contemporary and transi- 
tional furniture—are emerging as truly functional lines. 

Dressers and buffets are engineering triumphs in stor- 
age space. Sliding trays and “bins” are seen as often as 
drawers. And the drawers are shown in a wide variety of 
widths and depths. Even drawer pulls have a new look. 
They add a touch of interest to the furniture as they make 
their appearance in anodyzed aluminum, leather and nickel 
silver, and in black aluminum. 

CONVERTIBLE DESIGNS will allow the housewife to 
change her own decor when she grows tired of the cane or 
fabric covered item. Many headboards on beds and case 
goods doors are reversible into a matching wood finish. 

Fabrics tend to depend more on the eye than on the 
feel this year for the appearance of depth.

Mary Institute 
graduate dresses, debutante 
party frocks, and weddings 
have been more than sufficient 
to keep him busy. But un- 
daunted by the time element or 
his little quarters, Radaelli now 
has added a collection of junior 
fashions for the retail trade 
and his latest feature—designs 
fer the stage. 


This new venture into stage 
costuming has been so enthusi- 
astically received by the Muni- 
cipal Opera that the feminine 
stars of two later productions 
— “Silk Stockings” and “Rose 
Marie”—will be wearing some 
special designs from the 
“House of Radaelli.” 

So John seems to be pleasing 
the theatrical world as well as 
the Social Register contingent.

The activity of the foundation or that

This plan of reform will make a great 
change in the present administrative or- 
ganization of the compulsory social in- 
surance and its financing.

Portugal is one of the prin- 
cipal producers of olive oil, 
rg eh the fourth place in 
the world —after Spain, Italy 
and Greece.

about 82,000 tons per year, 
with an approximate value of 
$35,000,000. In the national ag- 
ricultural production, the oil 
occupies an outstanding place, 
figuring among the six im- 
portant products: wine, wheat, 
millet, potatoes, oil ard bark. 


The oil sector is progressing 
in Portugal: the production 
line is strongly ascending, the

Duo wines, and specially the ruby red variety, are soft and very 
sweet smelling—Colares, and again specially the red which is 
made from the Ramisco grape, have a very individual taste and 
aroma—white Bucelas wines which are e from Arinto grapes, 
are very individual—Pinhel claret is light and has a very pleas- 
ant taste. Agueda and Alcobaca wines are greatly ciated 
too. main sources of supply for the largest cities in the 
country are to be found in the districts of Bairrada, Ribatejo 
and Torres Vedras. 


In Bairrada, the largest centre of production is found around 
Anadia, in Ribatejo at Almeirim and Cartacho, in Torres Vedras 
around the town of the same name and at Alenquer. 
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Portugal, however, is also extremely well placed for the pro- 
duction of sparkling wines, specially in the districts of Bairrada 
and Lamego.

Their quality depends not only on the taste and aroma sbtsined

Consequently it is not surprising that Portuguese wines pro- 
vide all the different required to accompany even the 
most complicated menu. In themselves they offer great attrac- 
tions even for the most exacting palates. 

Portugal's exceptional aptitude for the production of high 
quality wines, her traditionally large scale business in such, 
have given rise to the appearance of a large number of bottled 
wines, which often leave the consumer at a loss to know what 
to choose. 

In order to inform the public about the most representative 
types of wine, a National Competition is held periodically to as- 
sess all the factors which govern their quality. 

All exported wines are subject to strict supervision before 
they can be shipped, and then sent with a certificate specifying 
the growing area to their destination. This ensures that only top 
quality wines leave the country. 

These are the factors which make Portuguese wine so valu- 
able in relation to the other export products. These wines have 
become known the world over but specially so in Belgium, France, 
Brazil, Sweden, the Belgian Congo, Norway, Holland, Switzer- 
land, Canada, the United States, Venezuela and Germany.

Madeira Island, situated in the middle 
of the Atlantic, ys a- privileged 
climate, By xg AE er oS the volcanic 
nature of t ves grapes spe- 
cial characteristics and paves the way 
for the production of top quality wines. 

Its discovery in 1418 marked the first 
in the series of Portuguese maritime dis- 
coveries, the first vines being planted a 
short while later. | 

Some say that it was Prince Henry the 
Navigator who sent the first vines which 
were planted in Madeira. Others say that 
they were taken there by Italian traders. 
Whatever the truth of matter, tradi- 
tion records the first wine from this re- 
gion which won universal fame to be the 
“Malvasia”. 

As its name implies, the wine was orig- 
inally produced in Napoli-di-Malvasia, 
on the Island of Minoa, off the East 
Coast of Moreia. 

When the vines were planted on Ma- 
deira soil, they improved and gained a 
special character, a feature ich has 
been found with the transplantation of 
other sub-species: “Boal’’, “Sercial” and 
“Bastardo” which were taken from Con- 
tinental Portugal and produced real spe- 
cialties that became famous throughout 
the world. 

Certain parts of the island are espe- 
cially suitable for growing high quality 
grapes: the south and mainly the re- 
gions of Campanario, Ponta de Pargo, 
Camara dos Lobos and Estreito, which 
are generally known as the Douro Ma- 
deira, by way of an analogy to our Port 
wine region. 

These are the privileged sites where 
the main crops are produced; Malvasia 
(or Malmsey), which is sweet, smooth 

has a deep color, Boal and Terran- 
tez which are semi-sweet, soft and have 
an appetizing aroma, Sercial and Ver- 
delho, which are dry and aromatic, and 
with the time become a “must” on the 
table of all those who really appreciate 
good wines. 

Madeira wine has always been associ- 


ated with important celebrations and 


events. For centuries past, distinguished 
men have toasted the most brilliant deeds 
in this wine. 

It was the favorite at the Courts of 
Francis First, of the Czars of the Russia, 
of George Fourth, of Napoleon Bona- 
parte and Queen Victoria. Authors such 
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as Shakespeare made it even more cele- 
brated in their works. 

In North America as well, this full 
bodied wine became very famous and 
reached its peak of popularity during the 
War of Independence, especially in the 
city of Boston, where even today some 
offices have the traditional cask of Ma- 
deira wine bearing the inscription “vinho 


de volta ou da roda” on a silver plate. 


Various writers, including Jefferson, 
have mentioned it in their works. 
‘Nowadays, in spite of the omen 
brought about by the last world conflict 
in the usual consumer markets, such as 
the drop in the purchasing power, the ob- 
stacles placed in the way of imports as 
an economic. measure on the part of var- 
ious states, apart from the disappearance 
of an elite who always had Madeira wine 
traditionally on their table, this quality 
still continues to be regarded as one of 
the most highly appreciated wines. 
Taken either as an aperitif—the famous 
Sercial and Verdelho qualities—or as a 
liqueur—Boal, Malvasia or the unsur- 
ssed Terrantez, or yet as a drink for 
invalids — Sercial Velho is regarded by 
connoisseurs. as the best digestive—Ma- 
deira wine, served at room temperature 
or slightly heated, but never iced, will 
always be found wherever there is a real 
connoisseur of good quality wines. 


All Douro Port From Specific Region 


Centuries ago, the city of Oporto, in Portu- 

gal, gave its name to a- wine rich in flavors 

aroma grown in the upper valley of the 
river Douro and some of its tributaries. 

The grapes which produce this famous wine 
are grown within the boundaries of a demar- 
cated area under the control of the Portuguese 
Government where the vines are planted on 
artificial terraces along the steep hillsides of 
this district. The climatic conditions and geo- 
a features of these rugged valleys of a 
schistous nature, extremely t and dry in 
summer, with temperatures rising to 110 F., 
definitely have a great influence on its unique 
rich flavor. '

Concerning pulp and paper, a mill was 
built at Cacia, Aveiro, with the Marshal 
Plan’s collaboration and the strong as- 
sistance of the government; has been 
producing, for the past few years 130 
tons a day of kraft pulp, using pine wood 
as raw material 

At the moment, beyond Cacia, there 
are two other paper mills, Cayma Pulp, 
and Celulose do Guadiana, using eucalyp- 
tus and straw as raw materials. The ca- 
pacity of the first one is to be increased 
and a third one, to use only eucalyptus, 
has been approved. 


_ However, in continental Portugal, as 
in most European countries, raw ma- 
terials and their possibilities of being 
increased or replaced tend to diminish. 
Thus, concerning the close relations 
existing between continental and over- 
seas territories and the extraordinary 
possibility of fibrous raw materials in 
the latter, both spontaneous and of cul- 
ture, the studies carried out by private 
initiative with government approval, in 
Angola and Mozambique, encouraged the 
development of this industry. Some en- 
terprises have been created in order to 
install the cellulose industry in those 
"i Aad, C panhia de C 
n ola, Com ia de Celulose do 
Ultramar Portugues was the first one 
to take form and the erection of their 
factory is already in an advanced stage. 
The enterprise is being accomplished 
with all the requirement that may assure 
a success, although it was necessary to 
increase the capital first invested. 
The new mill, conceived according to 
the most modern technical requirements, 
is installed in a place of excellent cli-

gian Congo, Rodesia and Mozambique. 


Fibrous raw materials exist in the re- 
gion, mainly eucalyptus, cedar and sisal. 

The use of the pulp obtained from 
those raw materials allows the manufac- 
ture of practically all types of paper 
consum in — and in the neigh- 
bor countries. The paper machine has 
been dimensioned to meet all these re- 
quirements. 

Production foreseen is: 75 tons a day 
of eucalyptus and cedar pulp, 10 tons a 
day of sisal, 25 tons a day of paper of 
several types. 

The layout of the r mill was ar- 
ranged to triple the initial capacity. 

All staff, both European and native, 
will be installed in residential areas 
built by the mill and incorporating all 
modern requisites, transforming the as- 
pect of the region. 

All these improvements will certainly 
be the guarantee of the consumption of 
enough electrical power to assure the 
economical success of Hidro-Electrica 
do Alto Catumbela’s dam, which will also 
provide all the necessary = electrical 

wer to a large region, including Nova 
isboa. 

Both C. C. U. P. and Hidro-Electrica 
do Alto Catumbela are capitalist enter- 
prises, in which capital government does 
not interfere other than to collaborate. 

In spite of the evolution of time and 
development, and also of all the eco- 
nomical difficulties, both internal and 
external, the Portuguese private enter- 
prise co-operates in an active way with 
the government within a policy of val- 
uization and development, with the con- 
sequent mur ovenent of the local life 
conditions. y (Portuguese investors) 
are confident and hopeful in the future 
of their Africa. ° :

Portugal holds first place among cork producing countries, half the world’s 
supply being obtained from this country. 


Periodically, that is in nine and nine years, in accordance with law, the cork 
oak is deprived of its bark, from June to August, the hottest months. Wielding 
axes, laborers tear away great strips of bark without, however, injuring propagating 
tissues, so that the tree continues productive for more than 100 years. 


The first law for protection of this species dates from 1310, and recently a vast 
development plan was undertaken utilizing zones unsuitable for agriculture to ex- 
pand cork oak plantations, thus allowing for a substantial increase in cork pro- 
duction. |

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EMPLOYMENT—POPULATION 


Portugal adopted in the resolution of the employment problem a sys- 
tem based on the concept of giving work and not charity to the unem- 
ployed persons. With the cooperation from the employers, employees 
and wage earners a Fund was instituted to take care, in the last 
twenty-five years, very successfully, of the long policy of creating 
work and reducing the effects of the problem to a minimum. 


Food production must be increased to supply Portugal’s growing 
population. In the south districts, where large areas of good dry 
farming land have small yields due to lack of water, crop’s improve- 
ment may be obtained by irrigation practice. Projects completed up 
to now irrigate 125,000 acres, and those under construction or design 
will bring to irrigation some more 425,000 acres. 
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Oceanic Islands (Madeira, Azores, Cape 
Verde and St. Thomas), by the Western 
Coast of Africa (Guinea and Angola), by 
the eastern coast of Africa (Mozam- 
bique), by Asia (Goa, Damao and Dio on 
the Indian coast; Macau on the Chinese 
coast) and by Oceania (Timor).

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Canned Fish From Portugal 
Find Ready World Market 


The Portuguese canned fish industry 
ranks among the foremost in the world, 
particularly for canned sardines. It is 
first from the point of view of volume 
of production and exportation. 


The total production average for the 
last five years is of about 54,000 tons 
per annum valued at 831,000 contos. 


In the mother country, this industry 
comprises at present 288 factories, 172 
of which are for canned fish in olive 
oil or various sauces, 104 for canned 
fish in brine, 7 for fish preserved by 
freezing, and 5 for other sundry pre- 
serves, all distributed among various 
fishing centers in the country. 


The ichthyology of the Portuguese 
coastal waters—with a coastline of 845 
kilometers—comprises some 300 spe- 
cies, many of which are used by the 
canned fish industry in its various pro- 
ductions. 

There are canned sardines “skinless 
and boneless” as well as “boneless” 
only, so popular in the United States of 
America, and of which Portugal is sole 
producer; sardines with bone in olive 


oil, salad oil, tomato sauce, with lemon 
or with pickles; sardine chowder “a la 
Portugaise” (tomato sauce, onions and 


_ parsley), a specialty which is highly 


appreciated by experienced “gourmets” ; 
canned tunny and kindred species, alba- 
core, bonito, “sarajao” in olive oil and 
tomato sauce; mackerel, whole or in 
fillets, in olive oil; squid and cuttle- 
fish chowder and “with the ink”; horse- 
mackerel and “boga” in olive oil or 
salad oil; anchovy fillets in oil, filat- 
tened and rolled with capers—a spe- 
cialty which took the American market 
by storm due to its excellent quality; 
hors-d’oeuvre and fish paste; sardines, 
horse-mackerel, mackerel and tunny in 
brine; and numberless frozen varieties 
of fish, among which. the main ones 
are: octopus, cel, whiting, small whit- 
ing. rock-bass, sole, salmonel, squid, 
lobster and shrimp. 

The manufacture of these preserves 
follows the most up-to-date technique 


* available; the fish used is of the fresh- 


est, caught at a new miles’ distance 
from the shore; similarly, the olive oil 
is of the purest produced in Portugal, 


with peerless flavor and aroma. 


The nutritive value of Portuguese 
canned fish is second to none. It is 
higher than that of the products of 
some of our chief competitors, such as 
Norwegian or “bdrisling,” as 
shown by the analyses made by the 
French scientist Prof. Charles Lepierre. 

The sterling quality of Portuguese 
canned fish is insured by the state, it 
being forbidden to fish or undertake 
the canning of fish generally from Feb- 
ruary to May, when sardines are lean 
and therefore unsuitable for good qual- 
ity preserves; by the laboratory of the 
Portuguese Canned Fish Institute, an 


official body which supervises the 
canned fish industry and which inspects 
freshly caught sardines to ascertain 
their degree of fatness and to decide 
whether or not they are fit for indus- 
trial purposes, besides analyzing the 
other raw materials which go into the 
process, the percentage of lead salts in 
the cans, etc. The institute also con- 
trols canned fish exports at the fac- 
tories and wharves. 

With all these advantages of quality 
and the official guaranties given to con- 
sumers, it is not surprising that Portu- 
guese canned fish enjoys marked pref- 
erence in all markets.

In 
Europe: Me litan Portugal, in Africa: the 
Provinces of on Guinea, St. Thomas 
and Price, Angola and Mozambique; in Asia:

Macau; in Oceania: the Province of Timor. 

At times the foreigners think this impossible, 
they ask how can there be a nation, with terri- 
tory so divided and separated by oceans. This 
doubt certainly does not occur to the American people because their nation has 
in part those characteristics, the states of Alaska and Hawaii are not adjacent 
to the rest of the territory. 

The economic deve ent of Portuguese Overseas is done in two ways—by 
public investments which since 1953 are controlled by six year plans, for the crea- 
tion of a basic structure—railways, ports, highways, hospitals etc.—and private

Currency Sound

Chronically unbalanced budgets requiri 
more and more issues of treasury bills, which 
in turn could be funded only with great dif- 
ficulty and growing interest rates—such were 
thirty years ago the symptoms of the financial 
situation in Portugal, “Europe’s sick man”, who 
eventually tohchel the verge of total collapse. 

The name of the doctor is widely known to- 
day, but not ev one will realize how tradi- 
tional and how effective were the prescriptions 
of Dr. Oliveira Salazar. Public expenditure was 
kept within the yearly income by an iron hand, 
thus putting a stop to the inflationary short term issues and bringing the 
public debt under control in an astonishingly short time. The speculator in treas- 
ury bills was driven from the market while the serious investor could view 
Portugal’s financial future with confidence. 

Since then the Government has pursued basically the same policy and has 
managed to show substantial budgetary surpluses. After using them to meet 
emergencies of all kinds and investing quite sizable amounts, it has still been 
— le to keep a sound ——. balance of some $65,000,000 with the Central 

ank, while treasury bills have disappeared from the market. The whole public 
debt amounts today to 25 per cent of Portugal’s gross national product, against 
131 per cent in Great Britain and 66 per cent in the United States. 

e taxation system which permitted such quick and lasting results was, at the 
very beginning, chosen chiefly on account of its capacity for bringing money in, 
without being too much concerned with legal and financial niceties. Some changes 
have been made towards a more just and realistic sharing of the tax burden— 
on the whole comparatively light—but there seem to be quite a few problems 
which await solution. It needs only be noted, for example, that the largest share 
of the State’s income is still derived from indirect taxes and, on the other hand, 
that even income tax is all too often based on assumed, and not real, figures. 

With its finances in order, Salazar’s Government was in a good position to 
turn the Escudo (the monetary unit) into one of the most stable world currencies. 
Adequate freedom was given to capital movements and, as usual, international 
confidence quickly followed, on such a scale that, even a ruthless policy of low 

ank rates—boom or no boom, recession or no recession—failed to have any 
inflationary effects which the Central Bank could not control effectively with 
its rather severe discount policy. 

Thus with a Bank rate that ie stayed at 2.5 per cent since 1944, consumer 
pos have only risen, in the last eight years 7 per cent in Lisbon and less than 

r cent in Oporto. 

e international of the Escudos is hardly less impressive, with gold 
and foreign currency holdings of 650 million dollars against a note issue of 
390 million. The reserves amount to 160 per cent of Portugal’s average imports 
in the last four years—a figure of which perhaps no other country in the world 
can boast.

But the skill of the Portuguese in all kinds of delicate work is not revealed in 


handicrafts - In heavy industry, the Portuguese workman has always distin- 
ee whenever a job requiring perfection and attention to detail has to 


Portuguese handicrafts have still no official enactment to regulate and protect 

them and to transform them into a real asset within the framework of the untlanal 

-. But, then, handicrafts here have not the comprehensive character which 

shes in other countries. ‘They are not ancillary to industry through 

the domestic production of parts requiring manual perfection. For the moment, 

with the exception of handicrafts for personal and domestic use, they are restricted 
to the production of objects within the scope of “popular art.” 


These objects have great variety and are of undoubted interest for the original- 


ity of their forms and the quaintness of their decoration, which, though at times 


naive, does not necessarily exclude beauty. 


Many of the decorative motifs in use are not exclusive to Portuguese craftsmen. 
They are often seen in objects made by the peoples of other European countries. 
This led an ethnologist to say that there is no individual national popular art, but 
rather a European popular art. 


There are undoubtedly designs and motifs which are common to various peoples, 
but in the ement and combination of these motifs each people has its own 
decorative style evolved by tradition and environment. 


WEAVING 


By means of grated looms which are the direct descendants of the Roman ones, 
Po ese women, especially those living in the country, weave graceful pieces for 
cove , for dressing, for decorating their homes, and also for the enrichment of 
the family stock of li eaving is an art which women cultivate painstakingly 
as . medium of artistic expression and also as a pastime in the intervals of domestic 
routine. 


In Portugal, weaving is a home occupation for mountaineer women living in 
the hollows of the hillsides, for women dwelling in the plains, in shaded valleys or 
by babbling brooks. 


Each one of these different environments—the hills with their sternness, the 
plains with their religious amplitude, the valleys with their freshness and colorful- 
ness, the brooks with ir sparkling joy—finds expression in the general hues of 
the fabrics and in the patterns of the design. 


A blanket (linen or woolen) from the region of Miranda do Douro, Freixo 
Barroso or Soajo is not as colorful, for instance, as those made at Ribeira de Pena 
(Limoes), in which all the flora of the valley is displayed in the design, though in 
stylized form, and which are further embellished with a number of winged animals, 
all this in apes combinations of colors. It has also nothing of the simplicity 
of the blankets made in the Alentejo, in full-width stripes of contrasting but har- 
monizing colors. 

And what about the brightly colored blankets of Ruivaes, and those of goat-hair 
of Manhouce? re are many, many others from the north, center and south 
of the country: from Frades (Lanhoso). Bordonhos and Negrelos (San Pedro do 
Sul), Sabugosa (Tondela), Mira d’Aire, (Alcobaca), Castro Daire, Almodovar, Mon- 
chique, Alcoutim, etc., etc. 


These woolen blankets are intended for covering, and are made on the crude 
looms where, in many regions, the clothing of rural families is woven with exquisite 
artistry as regards stylization and the combinaton of colors; they reveal a well- 
developed taste which has grown ever more refined through successive generations 
of women weavers. An instance of this is the many-colored design of the aprons 
and skirts of the womenfolk in the region of Viana do Castelo. 


These domestic looms also serve to weave cotton blankets with lengthwise 
stripes, and bars across the top, forming designs of great originality; and linen 
towel fabrics such as those from Almalagues and Guimaraes, and those of “stretched 
thread” with their fanciful decoration. | 


There is an infinite variety of fabrics, blankets, rugs, quilts, towels, etc., which 
Portuguese countrywomen produce on their traditional looms, whose accessory 
pieces—gripper, belt, weight and shuttle—are in themselves small but precious 
objects owing to their gracefully carved decoration. 


EMBROIDERY 


This is another occupation in which Portuguese women are experts. 


The women of the region surrounding Viana do Castelo are well known for 
their linen or wool embroidery work. The trimmings of their Sunday-best skirts, 
the waistband and the back of their jackets, as well as the shoulder-pieces and the 
cuffs of their shirts, are eloquent witnesses of their refined taste and perfect skill. 
Out of their hands come beautiful tablecloths, cloths for the most varied purposes, 
bags and other objects which only they know how to make and which express all 
the colorfulness of their native region. The embroideries made at Guimaraes, how- 
ever, are no less beautiful and no less interesting. The embroideries produced in the 
island of Madeira are already world-famous and in great demand. 


The beautiful traditional bridal quilts of Castelo Branco are silk-embroidered 
and reveal a strong Eastern influence in design. The same applies to the famous 
carpets of Arraiolos with their remarkable patterns. 


LACE-WORK 
And what about lace-work, transparent like the foam which inspired it, in the 
words of a ?. The delicate handicraft of lace-work in Portugal is almost exclu- - 


sively practiced by women living by the seaside. For every region there are different 
desi ‘and thou Viana do ale lace-work is different from that of Vila do 
Conde, as the latter is different from that of Peniche or the Algarve. Each zone 
has its own traditional technique, and it is according to the way in which the threads 
are interwoven or run in intricate fanciful curves that the origin of these precious 
products may be ascertained; only women’s hands could give them their distinctive 
gracefulness when they handle with astonishing deftness the “bilros” (bobbins) 
lying on pads and around which the threads are woven. 


FILIGREE-WORK 


Is it not a fact that Portuguese filigree looks like lace? The thin thread of 
gold. silver or brass is twisted into graceful curves, symbolic des and finest 
dure, forming jewels and other objects which are graceful and light like lace- 
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work: there are “Moorish” earrings, “Queen” earrings, Crosses of Malta and of 
Christ, hearts, butterflies, Christian symbols, bracelets, etc. 

Where did this art come from? From India, Assyria, Greece, Etruria, through 
the Arabs? The oldest known piece of filigree is the famous chalice of the Coimbra 
Cathedral (12th century). 


Portuguese filigrees are already well known throughout the world. Women, 
of are engaged in this delicate handicraft. The main center of production 
is now Gendomwer, 4 town in the vielnity of Oporto. 


CUT PAPER-WORK 


There is a small domestic industry which is, so to s 
and filigree-work but whic: is unfortunately in decline. is is cut paper-work 
done with the point of a pair of scissors, the “pelico,” especially for wrapping 
candy and lining candy boxes. The patience and accuracy involved are truly 
astonishing. 


This difficult handicraft had its origin in nuns’ convents. One of the tradi- 
tional activities of such convents was the manufacture of delicious candy. 


POTTERS AND MOULDERS 


Portugal is very rich in clay soils, and thus every region has its clay artists 
who, tirelessly Rte! Mb their potter’s wheel by foot, produce vessels of all shapes 
for the most diverse es evincing the skill and sensitiveness of their hands. 
The sense of balance and proportion with which Portuguese potters, carried away 
by their esthetic taste, produce the most varied clay vessels, is truly marvelous. 


Some of the models have a remote origin, preserving the features of those 
dug up in prehistoric sites. Others have been evolved by the fancy of individual 
craftsmen. Mugs, pots and pitchers, beautifully shaped, are enhanced by their 
decoration, which turns them into objects of artistic interest. 


Each piece has innumerable names, according to the region. The list would 
be a long one, and would only be of interest to ethnologists. 


the most remarkable products are the black clay vessels of Bisalhaes 
(Vila Real) and Molelos (Viseu); the small pitchers, water-pots and handle-pots, 
of Miranda do Corvo (Coimbra); the whole variety of red-clay vessels, like com- 
mon pitchers, jugs, dishes and bowls of Barcelos; jars reproducing the human 
form or the form of sundry animals, of the environs of Mafra; jars and many 
other types of vessels made in Alentejo, like those of Estremoz, Redondo, Niza and 
Sao Pedro do Corval; the white-clay vessels of the Algarve like those manufactured 
at Lould, and many others. This endless list would fill pases and pages, and in 
this brief article it would be impossible to describe the pe of all these typical 
domestic vessels, or to do justice to the artistic interest of their ornamentation, 
which includes stone inlaid work forming curious patterns, like t found at 
ao and Estremoz, and mica sprinkling, like the baroque “gift pitchers” of 

maraes. 


Ceramists also produce figures of the most gn tye | forms and types of 
decoration. In Barcelos there are rustic musicians, naive Christmas cribs, as well 
as an infinite variety of figures reproducing animals or rural scenes. e well- 
known cocks, with their curious stylization and colorful decoration, have become, 
so to s , posters of Portuguese popular art. Estremoz produces a gallery of 
Alentejo figures of a most expressive form. Details of clothing are given, but 
without any accuracy of proportion. Estremoz Christmas cribs are most appre-~ 
ciated, as well as its ornamental pitchers, which are called “fidalguinhos” (“little 
noblemen”). Avintes (Vila Nova de Gaia, Oporto) is likewise renowned for its 
many figures of popular types, old and new. 


We shall stop here, as the variety of Portuguese ceramic production has to 
be seen to be believed. 


CORK AND WOOD-WORK 


The late Virgilio Correia, compet gt used to say that “the province of Alen- 
tejo is the hearth where the fire of Portuguese popular art burns brightest.” 


Alentejo shepherds make the most exquisite artistic pieces of wood and cork. 
A shepherd's life on the zing fields, where he has to look around only now and 
then and where the faithful sheepdog does all the work of keeping the flock to- 
gether, affords leisure for the manufacture of the most delicate works of art. 


But such works do not owe their existence to leisure only; they express, above 
all, the artist’s soul that is in every native of the Alentejo. 4 


Cork is the material of which the “tarro” is made. This is the indispensable 
bowl where food can be kept warm or cold. The same applies to the “corcho” 
(the basin where shepherds wash), stools and boxes for the most varied purposes 
which are always carved or painted with a typical ornamentation. There are also 
cork spoons, complete sets of spoons, forks and plates, implements for pastry 
decoration, and watch-chains made of a single piece—a delicate work which re- 
quires minute attention as well as great care and skill. 


Bull’s horn is also widely used in the manufacture of, among other things, 
“polvorinhos,” receptables for carrying the powder with which fowling pieces 
are loaded; “azeitoneiras” for carrying the olives which enhance the flavor of 
the frugal meals of the natives of the Alentejo, and “azeiteiras” for olive-oil. 
None of these objects, which are generically known as “cornas,” fails to display 
a wide range of decorative motifs of great perfection and beauty. 


It should be noted that a single tool is used: a common pocket-knife called 
“legra,” with a crudely curved blade; but this tool is handled by men who have an 
uncanny instinct for beauty.

BASKETS 


Basketmakers are to be found all over the country, and the baskets produced 
by them, indispensable in the home and in the fields, are of the most diverse shapes. 


Some of them are so delicate that they can be used in table decoration; others 
are sturdy and clumsy, but many find a place in home decoration with a little 
imagination. . 


All of them are of curious and artistic design, and the finish is faultless. 
METAL-WORK 


The railings and “papagaios” of many Portuguese houses, e ially in the 
Alentejo, are beautiful indeed. The craft of wrought or hammered iron is to be 
found all over the country. But though so many beautiful objects are made of 
iron—tailings, street-lamps, fenders, etc.—all the typical pieces for rural illumi- 
nation are made of tinplate. 


Copper-work, which we inherited from the African Moors, is also a distinctive 
handicraft which attained its greatest development in the Algarve, especially in 
Lould; pitchers, jugs, tea-kettles and coffee-pots, but most particularly richly 
ornamented braziers, are pieces of great artistic interest. 


VEGETAL FIBERS

A Gadsden, Alaska, father, brought into 
court for not sending his children, aged 9 
and 11, to school, told the judge: “They chew 
snuff, but their teacher won't let ‘em.” 

In Frankfort, Ky., a father allowed as how 
he needed a long rest following a week in 
which 1) his house burned down, 2) he 
lost his job, 3) his car stalled on a railroad 
track and was wrecked, 4) his four children 
came down with smallpox. 

After a Fort Lauderdale, Fla., policeman 
flagged down a Model T Ford and unbeliev- 
ingly watched it being parked, the driver's 
father spoke up irately: “What's the idea? 
My boy’s been driving for two years.” Asked 
the cop, still awed: “How old is he?” Said 
Dad: “Four.” 

And a California jury acquitted a motorist 
who explained why he had been unable to 
drive in a straight line: His small son, in the 
back seat, had been tickling Papa with his 
bare toes. 

In Brisbane, Australia, a court ruled that a 
father had the right to spank his 9-year-old 
son who had remarked, as the father en- 
tered the house: “Here comes Old Baldy.” 
In South Bend, Ind., a resident landed in 
jail after he walked into the store where his 
son worked and bopped the boy on the head 
with an iron pipe, observing: “This is for 
the 18 years I’ve been feeding you.” 

Haled into court for parking by a fire hydrant 
near a hospital, a New Mexican won acquit- 
tal because of his status: expectant father. 
And a Missouri hospital brought mother and 
brand-new daughter through nicely—where- 
as father, who had insisted on being present, 
fainted, fell, broke his jaw and nose, suf- 
fered a concussion, had to be put to bed. 


In Milwaukee, after treating his son and 39 
other youngsters to a chicken dinner in a res- 
taurant, a father paid the tab with $20 in 
cash and the worthless $120 check given him 
three years before by the proprietor in pay 
ment for electrical work. 


An Indiana father of three, sought for non- 
support, turned himself in after his wife 
and children formed a picket line at the 
home of his parents. 


An Australian burglar explained to police 
why he had taken his baby with him while 
breaking into 15 Melbourne homes: “| 
couldn't get a baby sitter.” 

When a 65-year-old Covington, Ky., man 
tried to persuade his 95-year-old father to 
leave a tavern, the father snorted: “No up- 
start kid is going to tell me what to do!” 


A jury in El Paso, Tex., awarded $450 dam- 
ages to a baby sitter after a father had given 
her a chéck made out to her and bearing the 
notation, “Lousy maid.”

OMORRQOW MORNING, in each of probably dozens 
J ye towns in this country, some public-spirited 
organization will kick off a safety drive. 

After weeks of planning, members will pour onto 
the streets, pinning badges on people, sticking bumper 
strips on cars, painting slogans on store windows. The 
mayor will read a proclamation and the chief of police 
will issue safety warnings. On the main street will be 
the wreckage of a car in which someoné died. 

It will be a great occasion. School kids and Boy 
Scouts will parade, bands will play, speeches will be 
made, newspapers will view with alarm. Why, people 
may even shout a little. 

For the moment, everyone will feel virtuous. They 
will have “got safety.” They will have complied with 
the ritual. 

And then next week they can all go back to killing 
and maiming — or being killed and maimed. 

I think it’s time we faced up to what may seem like 
a shocking fact: People in this country don’t care about 
traffic safety. The fact that 40,000 Americans will 
die on the highways this year is no skin off the average 
driver's nose. He’s confident he won't be one of them 
— and it's little matter to him if other people are 
going to die, really. 

A few people do feel guilty about feeling this way, 
and so we have the mumbo-jumbo, full of safety rituals 
and chants and ceremonies. This absolves them of the 
guilt of not caring. And the rest of the population 
doesn't even turn up for the rituals — after all, 
they're good drivers.

As safety commissioner 
of Iowa, I can speak for my state: not here. No one is 
beating down my door demanding stricter driver ex- 
aminations, better law enforcement or more traffic 
police. And with all due respect to other states, it is 
not happening anywhere else that I know of. 

Instead, we are kidding ourselves silly with slogans, 
gimmicks, stunts, contests, one-shot promotions, sol- 
emn warnings, views with alarms, sober afterthoughts, 
safety commissions, safety committees, safety rallies, 
safety congresses, safety boards. We will engage in 
almost any kind of safety nip-up provided 1) it won't 
cost any money, 2) it won't take any real effort, 3) it 
won't pin us down specifically and individually for 
results. 


Three Years of “Progress” 


_ In lowa, over the last two and a half years, we have 
had our quota of safety campaigns. Here’s what the 
results have been: In 1956, 700 persons died. In 
1957, the figure was 690. Progress? But this year so 
far, our accident rate is even higher than in those two 
years. 

But we have had demands for more supervision. Go 
after the truck drivers, we've been told. Go after the 
taxi drivers. Crack down on those crazy teen-aged 
kids. Or, “Why don’t you fix these lousy roads?” Or, 
“Something should be done about these high-horse- 
power engines. But leave me alone, I'm a good driver 
— never had an accident in my life.” (Last year in 
lowa, 50 per cent of the people killed were having 
their first — and last — accident. ) 

I know this sounds like another of those “save your 
own life” warnings aimed at scaring you into safe 
driving. It isn’t. I doubt that such an appeal would 
do any good. 

Traffic safety is a business. If you want a product 
badly enough, you pay the price for it. You equip the 
business with whatever it needs to produce — pro- 
fessional people, adequate funds, adequate laws, ade- 
quate enforcement. And you give it a large measure 
of public co-operation. 
~ My agency has only 580 persons directly engaged 
in accident prevention. At any one time, we can place 


only 85 highway patrolmen on all the state’s roads to 
protect 1,750,000 drivers. It is foolish and dangerous 
to think that this handful can provide any such pro- 
tection. My agency —— and others like it in other states 
— has a part to play, and we will play it. We can give 
guidance, leadership, service, education. But I refuse 
to be held responsible every time someone gets killed 
— not until the public becomes my partner. 

And the public can do it. That's what makes it so 
distressing. Last March 22-23 we had a fatality-free 
week end on fowa highways. The result of safety cam- 
paigns? Hardly. We had just announced a new point 
system for suspension and revocation of drivers’ |i- 
censes. Enough violations:and you would lose your 
license. People weren’t concerned about taking lives. 
but they were concerned about that material license.

When I read Russell Brown's 
fighting words on traffic safety, I 
knew he wasn’t talking just to the 
public. He was talking to me. 
After all, I thought I was a 
good driver. Since getting my first 
license in 1927, I'd racked up 
hundreds of thousands of miles

than three hours and covered 
close to 100 miles. 

Mr. Campbell chatted pleas- 
antly along the way. But he also 
took notes, and back in my office 
he let me have them — between 
the eves. They showed that I had 
made 32 driving errors. None 
was major, I was relieved to 
learn. | wouldn't have to get 
noble and give up my license. 
And the total of errors included 


with nothing worse than a 
scraped fender: But suppose I'd 
grown careless. Suppose I was a 


potential road hazard without knowing it. Did I 
dare let an expert watch me drive — and abide by 


his’ conclusions, even if it meant voluntarily sur- 


rendering my license? 


I thought about it, hard. Finally I decided to go 


ahead with it.

some I'd made more than once. 
But the list was bad enough. 
Among other things, I had: 


Failed to blow horn on leaving rental garage. 
Failed to’signal on some turns. 

Execeded the speed limit several times. 

Failed to signal when changing lanes in parkway. 
Sometimes stopped or started too abruptly. 

Run a light as it changed to red. 

Driven with one hand on the wheel. 


had worked with parapeE before, was glad to coop- 
erate. An AAA expert, Loren D. Campbell of New 
Paltz, N. Y., agreed to judge me. A quiet, highly 
competent driver and instructor, he arrived with a 
promise to treat me sternly but fairly. Then I rented 
a shiny 1958 sedan and out we went. 

My aim was a broad range of driving conditions. 
First I tackled the crowded streets of mid-Manhat- 
tan. Next I took a six-lane toll road north into 
Westchester County. There I “shot the works”: 
state highways, country roads, the streets of towns 
and villages, hills, curves. All told, I drove for more 


Failed to stop exactly at stop signs. 

Some of these meant | had broken the law. 
Others showed I was inconsiderate of my passenger, 
neglectful of my own safety or rude to other drivers. 
Mr. Campbell admitted I had made some of the 
same errors which turn up most frequently in mass 
AAA driver tests. But that was no consolation. 

The simple truth was that I didn’t drive as well 
as I thought I did. It was up to me to correet my 
errors. So I'm trying. And, though it was a blow to 
my ego, I’m glad I learned the facts. 


Now, how about vou? 


This is our starting point here in lowa. We are 
pushing a legislative program which does away with 
high priests and asks for stronger laws, stronger en- 
forcement, more police — and, particularly, stronger 
rules for licensing. We are proposing that every person 
who applies for a license be required to take a driver- 
education course. We are attempting to make state- 
financed driver training compulsory in Iowa schools. 

We're trying to point out to people that licensing 
is net an inalienable right — that it is both privilege 
and _ responsibility. We used to send drivers renewal 
reminders every two years. It cost the state $25,000 
a.year to do it. We stopped not long ago. It’s the 
driver's responsibility, not ours. 

And I honestly think that here we may be breaking 
through the complacency barrier at last. We're begin- 


ning to get a little more popular support. We're begin- 
ning to get a little more recognition from people that 
safety is their problem, too. But we still have a terribly 
long way to go. 


What Is a Car, Anyway? © 


We still have too many people who think of a car 
purely as a sign of status, of how much money they 
make or as a means of pleasure. If you talk about lift- 
ing their license, they claim you're taking away their 
status, or their pleasure. If you criticize their driving 
or try to be helpful — if their wives back-seat drive, 
even — they get hopping mad. They have an 
“anointed” attitude. They're all right, but you've got 
to watch that other guy. 

Ultimately, I'd like to see every driver admit that 


he does make a mistake. occasionally, then go to a 
competent instructor and find out what his mistakes 
are. Then I'd like to see every driver personally and 
vigorously back the very best rules, laws, regulations 
and enforcement that will make sure everybody obeys 
the rules of the game. I'd like to see every single citizen 
really feel that each single life is precious, and that 
we must save lives whatever it costs. 

So, after all, the problem does seem to come down 
to you. Sure, you're a good driver. And you've never 
had an accident. So why should you have a driver 
examination? You don’t make any mistakes. 

That’s why my dream may be utopian. But until 
that utopia comes, we're going to go on killing at the 
same old rate, and nobody will really care. Now climb 
in your car and speed off to the safety rally.

Winning a beauty contest is 
wonderful — but what does it 
mean to career or marriage?

Now is the season for beauty contests up and down 
the land — with fame, glory and success supposedly 
in store for the lucky girls who win. But what really 
happens to beauty-contest winners? In this exclusive 


article, Jackie Loughery, Miss U.S.A. of 1952, tells - 


PARADE readers the inside story. — THE EDITORS 


IX YEARS AGO when beauty-contest judges at 
Long Beach, Calif., put the crown of “Miss 
U.S.A.” on my head, I was thrilled to tears. Repre- 
senting my country in the first international Miss Uni- 
verse pageant meant a lot to me. I was fired with 
excitement, thrills and great dreams of glory. I realize 
now that I was neither old nor wise enough to foresee 
the consequences of winning a national beauty contest. 
I'm not saying that becoming Miss U.S.A. ruined 
my life — farfrom it. But I do know that it definitely 
changed my life. And today I'm not sure that all the 
changes were beneficial. In fact, I can honestly say 
that some things associated with the title have actually 
been detrimental both to my personal life and to my 
acting career. 

Friends often tell me that without the national 
recognition which the contest brought me, I might 
never have had an acting career at all. They say I 
probably would have ended up as a housewife on 
Long Island. Nonsense, I say to point one. I. would 
have been an actress. As for the second point, I see 
nothing wrong with such a fate. Several of my friends 
are very happy being housewives on Long Island. With 
the right man, I could. have been one, too. But win- 
ning the Miss U.S.A. title threw me into the world of 
Hollywood and show business. All I can say is that, 
for my money, the average housewife on Long Island 
is far happier than the average actress in Hollywood. 
And more secure, too. 


Beautiful — but Not Dumb 


My biggest complaint about my life as a former 
Miss U.S.A. has been the persistence with which the 
title stil] dominates my everyday existence. Six years 
later, the fact that I once captured a beauty contest 
still influences my social life and my means of earn- 
ing a living. Today, although I’ve appeared in more 
than 100 television dramas and more than 12 major 
motion pictures, people don’t introduce me or refer 
to me as an actress. They say, “This is Jackie Loughery. 
She was once Miss U.S.A.” Half the time they get the 
title wrong. They introduce me as Miss America or 
Miss Universe. 


WINNING beauty contest began a pin-up career for Jackie. 
Her marriage to singer Guy Mitchell lasted a few months. 


The immediate reaction is that people, especially 
men, start looking at my figure. I don’t know why it is, 
but once a girl is introduced as a former beauty-contest 
winner, the supposition that she’s beautiful but dumb, 
all body and no brains, immediately takes over. 

In my case, this may be due to the oceans of pub- 
licity I received at the time of the contest. Practically 
all of it consisted of me posing in bathing suits. Today, 
I’m convinced that this type of publicity isn’t particu- 
larly helpful to a career-minded girl. I’m flattered 
that photographers still want to photograph me in 
bathing suits. But I’m aware, too, that public recog- 
nition of her face is equally important to any woman 
in the acting profession. 


: 


I can illustrate what I mean with a few of my ex- 
periences during a 65-city tour I recently completed 
to promote my latest film, Eighteen and Anxious. In 
nearly every city, the advance advertising always in- 
cluded some mention of my former Miss U.S.A. title. 
In most cases where photos of me were printed in the 
local newspapers, they turned out to be the old bathing 
suit shots. To top it all, one theater manager merely 
announced my arrival at his theater with the following 
sign on his marquee. “In Person Tonight — FA- 
MOUS HOLLYWOOD BATHING BABE.” He didn’t 
even use my name. 

I mentioned earlier that I most certainly would 
have been an actress without winning the Miss U.S.A. 
competition. At the time of the contest in 1952 I was 
working regularly as a highly paid fashion model in 
New York and had made numerous appearances on 
such TV shows as Martin Kane, Studio One, the Perry 


Como show and the Milton Berle show. I also had 


been studying dramatics for 18 months and had been 
offered Hollywood contracts by two studios, including 


* a straight $125-a-week offer from Universal-Interna- 


tional. After I won the Miss U.S.A. title, the same 
studio offered me $100 a week, indicating that un- 
knowns are worth more than beauty contest winners. 

Anyway, I had turned down all Hollywood offers 
at the time because I was making nearly four times 
as much in New York. Besides, my father, a captain 
in the Navy, digin't like the idea of my working so 
far from home. 


it Sounded Like a Vacation 


In. May, I was literally talked into entering the 
“Miss New York State” competition. I didn’t think I 
would win and I was completely floored when they 
told me I would be sent to California for the finals 
with all expenses paid. Since I'd never been to Cali- 
fornia, I thought it would be a wonderful vacation. 

I didn’t ever consider the possibility that I would 
win the Miss U.S.A. contest. And when Universal 
offered me a contract, I decided to turn it down. Then 
one morning I received an unexpected phone call from 
a lovely young actress at the studio who convinced me 
that I shouldn’t pass up the opportunity. That girl 
was the late Susan Ball, who died of cancer. I'll 
never forget her thoughtfulness. 

After signing with Universal, I found myself meet- 
ing the fate of all beauty-contest winners. I posed for 
pin-up stills, hour after hour, day after day. Once in a 
while, they tossed me into a number of films as inci- 
dental decoration. I had bits in third-rate pictures. It 
was obvious that Universal did not consider me an 
actress, past, present or potential. I-was glad when I 
had an opportunity to get out of my contract. I realized 
that beauty-contest winners have a hard road to travel 
in Hollywood. 

As a freelance actress, I quickly was able to improve 
my situation. In addition to making dozens of TV 
commercials, I also began to get better screen roles. 
One of the best was a co-starring part opposite Jerry 
Lewis in Pardners. Soon after, I was signed to play 
the role of Letty Bean in the Judge Roy Bean television 
‘series, in which I wore gingham dresses and Western 
pants, for a change. Thank goodness there were no

When 15c worth of stamps sell for $37.50 


it’s a true bonanza. Here’s the full story 


by AUGUST LOCKWOOD and DAVID JACOBS 


On December 21, 1926, five men were 
killed and hundreds hurt in a riot at 
Port Fuad, Egypt. Political outburst? 
—no. It was a mob of speculators 
fighting for a special issue of stamps 
marking the opening of Port Fuad har- 
bor. Only 3,000 sets were printed, and 
today a set is worth $300. 


In April, 1957, New York saw an- 


other mob scene. No blood was spilled, 
but the attraction was the same: 
stamps. Thousands of collectors, deal- 
ers and speculators lined up at United 
Nations Headquarters to buy a set of 
stamps honoring the UN Emergency 
Force. 

The fact is that UN stamps are one 
of the most astonishing get-rich-quick 
items in recent history. Take the 10th- 
birthday set (r.), which jumped from 
15¢ to $37.50 in a matter of months. 
Or the sheet of 50 3-centers that sold 
for $1.50 in 1954 — and now is being 


. sought by dealers for $375. 


Why? As with many another article 
of value, the keynote is rarity. The UN 
Postal Administration was set up in 
1951 to help publicize UN aims. (The 
U.S. Post Office provides the service. 
The UN provides only stamps.) At 
first it evoked little interest among col- 
lectors. In fact, stocks of some of the 
early issues were destroyed. 

Then came the 10th-anniversary is- 
sue. Only 200,000 sheets were printed, 


compared to 120 million for most U.S. . 
- commemoratives. And suddenly a lot 


of people got the same idea at the same 
time: “Get ‘em while you can!” 


PAKISTAN STAMP, honoring the UN’s 
10th anniversary, is one of a set that quin- 
tupled in value, from 35¢ to $1.75, in one 
week — typical of world interest in the UN. 
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The result was one-day bedlam. 
Single orders ran into thousands of 
sheets. At first they were filled as re- 


ceived, but by noon it was one to a cus- 


tomer and by mid-afternoon — all 
gone. 

Another 50,000 sheets were printed, 
with slight variations in ink, paper and 
watermark. Collectors considered this 
a different set and within a year it 
brought $35. 

Such developments convinced all 
concerned that here was a “hot” ingest- 
ment. By the spring of 1956, the UN’s 
post-office shelves were bare of com- 
memoratives. Every week new price 
lists appeared in stamp journals. With 
orders pouring in from all over the 
world, dealers bought and bid among 
themselves. New UN issues disap- 
peared like snow in an oven. One print- 
ing of 2 million was snapped up in a 
few hours. 

Older UN issues kept pace. Two 
stamps had been put out to mark Hu- 
man Rights Day in December, 1954. 
Their face value was 1l¢. In fall, 
1955, a sheet of 50 of each stamp still 
sold for the original $5.50 — but a 
year later a sheet cost as much as $650. 

One man bought his nephew a com- 
plete collection of UN stamps for 
Christmas, 1955, for about $8. He 
also bought bimself some stock at $40 
a share. A year later the stamps were 
worth $45, the stock $32.

Collectors now seek any kind of 
posta] paper related to the UN: postal 
slogans mentioning the UN, UN me- 
tered mail, League of Nations stamps, 
envelopes from UN missions and agen- 
cies, United States stamps used on UN 
correspondence before 1951. 

Also bringing in big premiums are 
letters from the UN Emergency Forces 
in the Middle East. One such recently 
was advertised for $12.50. 


What is the future of UN stamps? |

formed an exchange that issues a 
weekly news letter, a market report 
and a listing of “bid” and “asked” 
prices — and trades enly in UN com- 
memorative stamps issued through 
1956. 

There is little doubt that the early 
issues will maintain their value. A com- 
plete set of 58 UN stamps, issued at 
$6.43, now sells above $40. 

But even the wildest speculators 
aren’t touting the newer issues, because 
they are big enough to meet the de- 
mand. For example, last February more 
than half a million first-day covers of 
the Atomic Energy stamp were can- 
celed at the UN. This is 150,000 more 
than the average first-day issue of a 
United States commemorative. 

At the same time, such efforts occa- 
sionally backfire. When the Emergency 
Force issue of April, 1957, became so 
popular that 4 million sets were not 
enough to fill the demand, the UN or- 
dered another million sets from the 
printer. The original plate had been 
destroyed, so the set was re-engraved, 
but with slight variations in detail from 
the original. 

To collectors this second printing 
was a “new” set. Within weeks it too 
was exhausted and its retail price 
jumped from the $5.50 face value to 
over $20. Today dealers are offering 
collectors more than $17 for it. One 
dealer is advertising an envelope with 
the 3¢ stamp of this set, canceled on 


the first day the reprint went on sale, 
for $100. 

But the strength and probable dura- 
bility of the demand for UN stamps 
are not motivated only by the lure of 
quick profit. There is a large, ever- 
growing body of serious collectors who 
specialize in UN stamps. In schools 
all over the world, UN stamp clubs are 
flourishing. The UN, a symbol of hope 
to uncounted millions, has a basic emo- 
tional appeal that evidently extends 
even to its stamps. This is not true of 
issues touted solely to create “a stamp 
boom like the UN bonanza.” 


For Early Birds Only 


In any case, the experts warn that it 
takes much know-how and even more 
luck to make an investment in stamps 
pay off. A Port Fuad or a UN run is 
the exception. Only the handful who 
get in early make profits. 

Going by past performance, many 
“investors” rush out to buy sheets of 
every new U.S. commemorative. But 
today there are more than enough 
stamps to fill all demands. When 40 
million of the recent 4¢ American Flag 
stamp sold out in a few days, the Post 
Office simply printed another 40 mil- 
lion. Those stamps are good for one 
thing: postage. 

Still, the boom in early UN issues 
is real. Got any unused sheets tucked 
away? If so, your friendly neighbor- 
hood stamp dealer is waiting. ®

They take the gloom 


A ‘new look’ in health care is spreading. It 
promises happier days if you become sick 


by SID ROSS and ROBERT GOLDMAN 


FORT WORTH, TEX. 
“Boy, if I ever get sick again, I'm coming 
back to your hospital. Everything — the 
people, the service — was just great.” 

So writes a man who recently under- 
went major surgery at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital here. Not so long ago, letters like 
that would have been rare at most hos- 
pitals in the U.S. But today there’s a “new 
look” in hospital care, result of dedicated 
effort by doctors, nurses and other work- 
ers. And St. Joseph’s — like many an- 
other hospital— has dozens of letters to 
show that patients like the improvements. 

Why were the improvements necessary ? 
There are a lot of reasons. Sometimes a 
hospital simply failed to modernize its 
services as new developments came along. 
Sometimes it cared more about how its 
staff felt than the attitude of its patients. 
Sometimes its accounting methods were 
poor, or its food-buying inefficient, or its 
community relations badly handled. Some- 
times it was so small a thing as not keeping 
patients’ coffee hot. 

Whatever the reason, it gradually 
reached the point where some honest 


soul-searching was called for. Patients and . 


their families had plenty of complaints. 
So, for that matter, did doctors and nurses. 
It was up to the hospitals to listen to them 


. objectively, decide which ones merited 


action — then do something. 
The first major step was organization of 


SPARKING the St. Joseph’s Hospital patient-care pro- 
gram ore Sister Mary Vincent and Dr. W. S. Lorimer, Jr. 


the National Joint Commission for Im- 
provement of the Care of the Patient. This 
was backed by top medical groups: the 
American Medical Association, the Amer- 
ican Hospital Association, the American 
Nurses Association and others. 

Five years ago the effort really got off 
the ground with formation of state com- 
mittees — theré now are 25, with more 
to come — and local committees for in- 
dividual hospitals. The latter now number 
in the hundreds. 


Committees Mean Action 


PARADE watched a committee at work 
here in St. Joseph’s. The atmosphere was 
businesslike, the mood one of construc- 
tive. self-criticism. From just such meet- 
ings have come more than a dozen im- 
provements — some simple, some not 
— in St. Joseph’s care. Here they are: 

1) “Cold-coffee gripes” have ended. 
Often hospital coffee arrives stone-cold to 
the patient. St. Joseph’s solution: deliver 
the coffee in metal pots. | 

2) Children’s rooms have been face- 
lifted. Hospital stays, rough enough for 
children, can be made worse by drab sur- 
roundings. At St. Joseph’s, volunteers 
were recruited to do attractive murals 
Copp. page). 

3) There’s privacy in the admitting 
office. Too often, hospital admitting facili- 
ties are like public arenas. Patients sit 
around till they're called, then must an- 
nounce (to anyone within earshot) why 
they are being admitted. At St. Joseph's, 
each patient now is interviewed separately 
—by appointment. ; 

4) The early-morning thermometer 
scramble is no more. A classic complaint 
of patients has been that their sleep is 
ruined by a nurse who confronts them 
with a thermometer at 5:30 or 6 a.m. At 
St. Joseph’s, temperature time has been 
delayed an hour or so. : 

5) Patient boredom has been reduced 
sharply. In the hospital, “just waiting” is 
one of the hardest things a patient has to 
do, To ease the burden, St. Joseph’s nurses 
and other therapists have been encour- 
aged to play games with patienfs, read to 
them, help them undertake simple do-it- 
yourself activities. 

6) Much of the fear has been taken 
out of childbirth. Women who request it 
are conducted on tours of obstetrics facili-

ties Clabor and delivery rooms) so’ the 
mystery surrounding childbirth can be 
dissolved. 

7) Patients no longer “get lost.” To 
make sure that the staff knows the identity 
of each patient all the time, St. Joseph's 
patients are given little identification 
bracelets. They wear them during their 
entire hospital stay. Many patients keep 
them as souvenirs. 

8) Patients may question hospital pro- 
cedure. A long-standing patient complaint 
is: “They won't listen to my point of 
view!” Now St. Joseph's sends an opinion- 
aire” form to patients aftér discharge, asks 
for frank comment on their care. 

9) Guesswork has been taken out of 
surgical and medical care. Slip-ups used 
to be too common in many hospitals. St. 
Joseph's now keeps complete surgical and 
medical “audits” on every patient. Special 
charts record what medication he has been 


given, what strengthening fluids he has 


received and other key facts. A special 
committee audits all these records. 


New Schools for Aids 


_ 10) Practical nurse services have been 
upgraded. Instead of settling for “me- 
chanical Janes,” St. Joseph’s started its 


own schools for practical nurses and for -- 


X-ray technicians. 
11) Undesirable hospital employes have 


been weeded out. Virtually every hospital 
has a big help problem. Hospitals pay rela- 
tively little and necessarily draw on mar- 
ginal workers. St. Joseph's care-improve- 
ment committee hit on the idea of a 
personnel director to review work per- 
formance and upgrade the staff. 

12) Hospital housekeeping and main- 
tenance have been vastly improved. A 
chief housekeeper has been hired to im- 
prove housekeeping services. A “floating” 
maintenance staff makes sure all water 
fountains, lavatories and even lights are 
in proper working order. 

13) Surgical care has improved — if 
only because the committee decided there 
was a need for a staff anesthesiologist. One 
was appointed. Besides his own skilled 
services, he has served to tighten up op- 
erating room procedure. 

14) A central record-keeping system 
has served to pick up “loose ends.” Today, 
when a doctor wants to place information 
in a patient's record, he can pick up anv 
hospital phone, dial the numeral 8 and 
dictate directly to one of four secretaries. 

What has this program meant to St. 
Joseph's? Says the hospital administrator, 
Sister Mary Vincent: “I don't know how 
in the world we got by all those years!” 

Meanwhile, other hospitals in other 
states also have been putting in improve- 
ments. 


Here are examples of improved care 
from all over the U.S.: 
e A Massachusetts hospital set up a fool- 
proof system to make sure flowers reach 
the patient’s room before they wilt. 
e An Illinois hospital juggled phones in 
corridors so doctors would not report a 
patient’s condition where relatives might 
overhear. 
e A California hospital shifted breakfast 
schedules so that patients could sleep later 
in the morning. 
© A New York hospital abolished the 
public-address system for calling doctors 
because it annoyed so many people. 


Breaking the ice 


Behind all this progress lies one more 
fact that not all laymen know. In many 
hospitals, each department is an island 
unto itself. Often staffs don’t mix — or 
draw on each other’s experience. 

But now that is changing. One Massa- 
chusetts doctor told parapE: “The first 
three times our hospital committee got to- 
gether, we just stared at each other. We 


_ couldn’t believe we were all in the same 


room to discuss common interests. 
“Then the ice broke and everyone put 
his cards on the table. That's when better 
patient care started.”

On the eve of a visit here, an Asian leader 


by CARLOS P. GARCIA 


President of the Philippines 


Several thousand miles and the blue 
waters of the Pacific separate the people 
of the Philippines and the people of 
the U.S. We are of the East, you are of 
the West. But for once “the twain” have 
met. 

One reason why friendships some- 
times erode and even founder is that 
partners take each other for granted. 
Many are the nations which have rea- 
son to be grateful to the U.S. In all 
history it would be difficult to find a 
people who have displayed more gen- 
erosity thah Americans. That such gen- 
erosity has not received full recogni- 
tion is a matter for the conscience of 
the recipients. I intend that my con- 
science — and the conscience of my 
countrymen — shall be clear. 

I think it is important to reaffirm 
our common interests, our common 
ideals, our common destiny. We, the 
people of the Philippines, want you to 
know here and now that you, the 
people of the United States, have a 
great credit balance in your favor. 

We want you to know that should 
an occasion arise when your friends 
have to stand and declare themselves, 
you will not find the Filipinos on the 
sidelines. 


As I have said, we Filipinos are of’ 


Asia. There are some 22 million of us, 
living on 7,000 islands that form a 
bridge and a bulwark across the South 
China Sea. Although we are Asians, 
we are nevertheless the third largest 
English-speaking nation in the world. 

Our neighbors in Asia are sensitive 


about colonialism. We understand 
their feelings, for we have been a co- 
lonial people ourselves. But we have 


_ been able to discard old resentments, 


to fix our eyes upon the future. 

You were our rulers for 50 years. 
But you were wise rulers. You made it 
known, from the start, that you did not 
intend to stay forever, and that your 
purpose -was to prepare us for self- 
government. 

You gaye us education, modern 
medicine, new skills. You coached us 
in your own form of democracy. Our 
government and constitution now are 
replicas of yours, controlled by free 
elections, spurred by a free press and 
dedicated to liberty. 

But even such tutoring might have 
failed to win our full respect if you had 
not backed your ideas and your ideals 
with your blood, sweat-and tears in a 
Savage war. 


The Lesson of Bataan 


We learned that when your states- 
men said “the Philippines for the Fili- 
pinos,” they were speaking nothing less 
than the truth. We learned that you 
had no desire to exploit us, as other 
Asian nations had been exploited. 
Among ourselves we had always known 
the meaning of fair play. Now we dis- 
covered that the same principle could 
operate between nations. | 

Then we were plunged into the cru- 
cible of conflict. After Pearl Harbor 
we realized that it was no small deci- 


-sion for the U.S. to fight on for the 


Philippines to the last. Many excellent 
reasons could have been found for you 
not to have done so. But fight on you

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How to read 


to your children 


A noted comedian takes this performance seriously

What you read to children isn’t important. 
You could read the telephone book and they 
wouldn't care. They'd love it. Young children, 
at least, don’t have to understand what you 
read. Oh, it’s fine if you ean be dramatic. And 
if you want to read poetry that’s okay by them. 
They'll rock and sway to it. They'll like it if 
you laugh. But even these things, even how 
you read, aren’t important. 

What matters is that they’re with you and 
that you're paying attention to them (and to 
nobody else).

Write a letter

NEW YORK. 
What will happen to you in the next 10 years? 
To find out, try writing yourself a letter. 

Ten years ago, 15 students of the City 
College of New York did just that. As a final 
assignment in Prof. Solomon Liptzin’s class 
in Comparative Literature, they wrote letters 
to themselves, predicting what would happen 
to them in the next decade. They marked 
the letters, “To be opened in 10 years.” 

The 10 years were up a few weeks ago, 
and Professor Liptzin called his former stu- 
dents together here to see how they made out. 
Of the original 15, six showed up. (The rest 
lived too far away or couldn't be found.) One 
by one, they broke open the sealed prophecies 
—— and were amazed at their accuracy. 

Take Sol Stein. He was editor of Mercury, 
CCNY humor magazine, when he wrote this 
forecast: “Either I will be dead as a result 
of another war, or I will be in the publishing 
business, striving to support myself and my 
family through my writing . . . will have had 
some pulp stories published ...also two 
non-fiction books of little importance . . . will 
be unhappy with myself because of my eco- 
nomic status .. . will have two children.” 

Stein began by teaching social science,

STELLE KERSTEIN wrote a prophetic letter. “1 hope to be happily 
married,” it says — and she is. Watching her here is Professor Liptzin. 
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but about five years ago he got into line. He 
became an editor for one publisher and a 
consultant to another. For the last two years 
he has been managing editor for the Research 
Institute of America. 

Although he never did write his pulp 
stories, he has contributed to several “high- 
brow” literary periodicals. He also has writ- 
ten plays. One, Shadow of Mine Enemy, ap- 
peared briefly on Broadway last winter, and 
he has just completed another. Meanwhile, 
Stein has topped his own prediction family- 
wise. He has three small boys. 

Ten years ago Doris Wolk was a member 
of the Student Council, on the college paper, 
active in the Drama Society. She predicted: 
“I will be doing social work and continue my 
interest in_art . . . will have one or two chil- 
dren... will have traveled to California, 
Paris ...be settled in the suburbs... and 
appear at the reunion with a wonderful hus- 
band.” . 

Although she didn’t get to do much social 
work, Doris Wolk obtained her Masters de- 
gree in education and taught art. And she ex- 
hibited paintings in Rhode Island, the closest 
to Paris she’s gotten so far. She now lives in 
unsuburban Manhattan and teaches creative 
writing. She has no children. But she did 
appear at the reunion with Murray Staal, her 
“wonderful husband.” 


A Longing for Bach 


Richard Korn wrote: “I don't want very 
much out of life ... just the ordinary rou- 
tine things, a wife, three, perhaps four chil- 
dren . . . and to earn a living. I hope to own 
a small record shop, where in between cus- 
tomers I can read while the record changer 
plays seme music . . . preferably Bach. Per- 
haps I shall try to write . . .” 

The summer he graduated, Korn peddled 
ice cream to earn enough money to see him 
through a Masters degree. He then taught 
English at several teachers’ colleges and high 
schools. He used to get up at 4 o'clock in the 
morning and write plays and novels, none of 
which he ever sold, but that stopped three 
years ago — he got married. He now has one

child, teaches English and still likes to listen 
to Bach. 

Liptzin has conducted this experiment 
three times in the last 30 years. It all started 
when he and his wife threw a party for his 
1929 graduating class. 

“We were all talking about the future, and 
whether our ideas would change with the 
times,” he recalls. “Before I knew it, everyone 
had written a prediction for himself, sealed 
it and left it with me. | was supposed to call 
a reunion in 1939.” 

He didn’t do it. Those predictions were 
made at the peak of the boom of the late ’20s. 
Ten years later, Liptzin says, he didn’t have 
the heart to call a reunion. 


From Poet to CPA 


But the reunion of the Class of °39 was 
different. Its members grew up in the de- 
pression, and their prophecies were gloomy. 
A decade later when they opened their let- 
ters, all had done astonishingly well. 

Most had come through World War I un- 
harmed. The student who wrote, “The future 
be damned . . . life has battered me about,” 
had become a professor. The man who wrote, 
“The future of the world today is dark,” 
turned out to be a successful dentist. A 
would-be poet became a certified public ac- 
countant. A wouldsbe suicide became an 
English teacher. 

As for the Class of ’58, Liptzin has ended 
his experiment. “I cannot assume that I will 
be here in 10 years to call this class together,” 
he says. But out of curiosity he asked this 
year's class to write “open” forecasts. Here 
are a few excerpts: 

From a future actress: “The horror of be- 
ing an ordinary housewife seems far away 
... perhaps my fond hope of becoming a 
musical-comedy lead will be realized in a 
‘little’ theater . . . international politics will 
still be played with Russia . . . we will have 
reached the moon and explored it.” 

From a future teacher: “Ten years from 
now ... teaching English literature in col- 
lege . . . no war with Russia . . .”

HE SCURRYING TEMPO AND CLAMOR of the big city 
began to press upon John Lillard Lyell, a well-paid 
machine tool designer. He found himself in revolt 

against an accumulating list of irritations, including 
bumper -to- bumper traffic between home and the plant 
where he worked —and the same traffic problem at the 
workday’s end. 

Early in World War II Lyell was turned down for 
military service because of an injury to his back. He 
came to St. Louis and took a job classified as essential in 
the defense effort. Also, he found time for mechanical 
engineering courses, which ambition had led him to take 
at Washington University. In time, his ability won him 
an offer to become manager of another tool firm. 

Before coming to St. Louis, Lyell had lived in small 
towns and had acquired a lingering taste for the simpler 
life they afford. He had enjoyed the freedom of owning 
his own business, being his own boss. He had liked 
being able to fish away an occasional lazy summer day 
or to hunt with hound on bracing autumn mornings. The 
anticipation of returning to such pleasures on a distant 
day might serve as balm for present frustrations. 

Lyell surveyed his situation. He was 39 and the 
year was 1946. He could stick with the big city and the 
job which promised advancement. Or return to the small 
town for a pressureless fresh start. Lyell chose the latter. 
With his wife and their 14-month-old son, he moved 
back to Shelbyville—population 625—where he had pre- 
viously owned a garage and machine shop. The town in 
northeast Missouri had changed little since Lyell’s de- 

e. He hadn't been away long enough to forget most 

t names and it wasn’t long before the people in town 

were greeting him as Lillard. In no time, Lillard Lyell 
was at } agrees with the world. 

With his savings Lyell went into the farm equipment 
business, put up a new building to house it. Interest in 
civic affairs prodded him to run for alderman in 1951. He 
was still on the board in October 1956 when the mayor 
eee for reasons of health.

ICTATOR -PREMIER ANTONIO SALAZAR of

He also likes to think he is the people's choice. 
From time to time, even those who oppose the 
regime are allowed to speak up. 

Never during Salazar’s 30-year rule has this 
back - talk gone as far as during the recent presi- 
dential election. General Humberto Delgado, who 
vowed he would fire the Premier if elected, be- 
came the first anti-Salazar candidate ever to re- 
main in a presidential race until election day. But 
he had no chance to win. His name was not 
printed on the ballot, making it necessary for 
supporters—those who were not already stricken 
from the voting lists—to write in his name. And 
the entire election machinery was inthe hands of 
the Salazar administration.

Trigo de Negreiros announced that Salazar’s man, 
Admiral Americo Tomas, was running about a 90 
per cent favorite. De Negreiros said this indicated 
that most Portuguese favored a continuation of 
the “peace and progress of the current regime.”

Whatever the election showed about the na- 
tion’s feelings toward Salazar, his economic ac- 
complishments generally are indorsed.

cies. It was to straighten out Portugal’s tangled 
finances that Salazar, an economics professor, was 
brought into the government in 1928. He was given 
broad powers and soon had full control of Portugal. 

The advent of Salazar followed two years of 
military rule by officers who had rebelled against 
a weak democratic regime. That regime sup- 
planted the monarchy in 1910. Although strong 
anti -monarchist sentiment had long prevailed, the 
downfall of royalty was hastened by an expensive 
friendship of youthful King Manuel II for French 
actress Deslys. 

In making Portugal safe for Salazar after last 
Sunday’s voting, the interior ministry arrested the 
head of Delgado’s campaign committee on charges 
of inciting a revolt. d Delgado, the man who 
wanted to oust Salazar, was himself dismissed— 
from his post as minister of civil aviation.

HRIMP CURRY served in the Hawaiian manner is a spe- 

cialty of Mrs. Samuel Houston Henry of Webster Groves. 

She uses a standard recipe flavored mildly with curry 
powder and ginger root. Another ingredient is a milky liquid 
extracted from fresh or dried coconut. 

For an exotic touch in serving, the table can be covered 
with jade leaves on which dishes of and rice are sur- 
roun by coconut shells containing co nts. These are 
s ed on to the curry as desired guests. There is also 

awaiian inspiration in the salad—fresh 4 e halves 
filled with pineapple cubes and fresh strawberries, and mois- 
tened with cointreau (other fresh fruit may be substituted). 
Coconut ice cream and iced tea garnished with pineapple 
spears ey be served to complete the meal. 

Mrs. Henry begins by soaking shredded coconut in milk 
and heating it to boiling point. After this has cooled about 30 
minutes it is squeezed through a towel to extract the milky 
liquid. The coconut is then eccrded. 

Shrimp, after veins and shells are removed, are set aside 
while sauce is prepared. For the sauce, chopped onion is 
added to melted butter and flour stirred in to form a paste. 
Milk is added and the mixture is heated to a boil, at which 
point the extracted coconut milk, curry powder,.chopped ginger 
and salt to taste are added. Shrimp and lemon juice are now 
added and the mixture is allowed to simmer, lid on pan, about 
30 minutes over a very low heat to prevent the sauce from 
curdling. The rice is cooked at this time. 

A large divided platter is ideal for serving the curry and 
rice. Seven condiments recommended are ripe olives, bacon, 
hard-cooked eggs, green onions, peanuts (all chopped), and 
shredded coconut and orange marmalade. The ingredients 
given below will serve four to six persons.
